SHOCKS COLISEUM CROWD. 


A Cottage Grove avenue street car, fiying 
north in Wabash avenue, struck a man and 
woman while near Sixteenth street shortly 
before 1 o’clock this morning. The woman 
was thfown fifty feet in the street and was 
instantly killed. The man was carried on 
the fender of the car for half a block be- 
fore the vehicle was stopped. It was said 
at St. Luke’s hospital, where he was taken 
and his injuries probably will prove fatal. 


Woman’s Name Not Known. 

The man is believed to be Willlam Shan- 
non, 208 East Sixteenth etreet.. A person 
who saw the women said he recognized her, 
but knew her only ag Jennie. He did not 
know her last name. 

The accident took place while the bal) 
given by the cooks and waiters was in pros- 
ress in the Coliseum. It brought ea crowd 
of the revelers into the street and delayed 
the dance for some time 

Witnesses eaid the man and woman were 
crossing the street when the car came down 
upon them. They became confused. The 
man tried to pull one way, the woman an- 
other, and both were struck squarely by the 
forward partof the car. Witnesses said. the 
motorman did not immediately make an at- 
tempt to stop the car and they shouted to 
the conductor, who rang the bell. 


Take Man from the Fender. 
When the car did slow down it was directly 
in front of the Coliseum. Policemen Byrnes, 
Rooney, and Meagher, who were detailed to 
the baH, went out and placed the car crew 
in custody. They removed the injured man 
from the fender, where he lay, proceeded back 
for the body of the woman, which lay near 
the curb, and took both to a near-by drug 
store to await an ambulance. There it was 

found that the man was stil) breathing.

Of Police Department Broken, 
Figures Show, — 


HOLDUPS GARNER $32,000 


Burglars Secure $110,000 from Resi- 
dences and Stores in City 
and Suburbs. 


DARING OF BANDITS POINTED TO 


Police records in Chicago for the first two 
weeks of December show the largest number 
of burglaries, holdups, and thefts ever re- 
corded for a similar period in the history of 
the local department. 

The total amount of loot from varidus 
sources is approximately $200,000. This does 
not include wagons and horses, which usually 
are picked up and entered in the police rec- 
ords as “‘ property recovered.”

Record startles Veteran. 

“ No two weeks in history,’’ said a veteran 
detective last night, “can approach these 
figures. There has been upward of 360.bur- 
glaries In flats, residences, and stores; hold- 
ups have averaged about three a night, and 
it seems every pickpocket, ‘con’ man, and 
check shover In the country has come to 
Chicago. The automobile bandits have been 
busy, being compelled to shoot one of their 
victims, end the window smashers who con- 
fine their work to jewelry stores have had a 
fairly good two weeks ofit. Altogether the 
criminal classes have scored heavily on the 
police.”” 

To emphasize their contempt for the police 
two robbers a few nights ago held up Wil- 
Mam Reichert, a member of the department 
and robbed him of his watch, revolver, and 
what money he carried.

Another Daring Robbery.

“In the present conservation movement 
it is highly important that we realize two 
things: 

(1) That our most valuable 
sourc®s are our people; and 

(2) That we are wasting people 
more than we are wasting anything else. 

If we forget either of these things we prob- 
ably shal) find ourselves trying to gaveat the 
spigot while we are wasting at the bunghole.” 

Wasting our greatest natural resource, the 
people, means not only the permitting of in- 
sanitary conditions, overwork, undernour- 
ishment, occupational diseases and accidents. 
These are serious enough and the best 
thought of the nation is upon their correction. 


What Wasting the People Means. 

But wasting the people also means permit- 
ting their vast possibilities of efficiency to 
remain undeveloped. It means allowing the 
milvions of our young peopie to grow up un- 
disciplined, unimproved, untrained, ineffi- 
ofent, or less disciplined, informed, and effi- 
cient than they might be, 

Of late years we have been asking our- 
serves. -“ Is the American system of popular 
education doing all that it should do to 
form good citizens and useful, efficient, and 
therefore successful men and women?” This 
chalkenge has come from enlightened edu- 
ecators as well as from business men and 
from leaders of thought and action. 

Thie situation is well outlined in the report 
of the Wisconsin commission upon the plans 
for the extension of industrial and agricul- 
tural training. 

**In Amerioa,”’ says the report, “ we have 
boasted of our ingenuity and of our native 
intelligence. These have kept usin therace, 
and we have kept our factory chimneys 
smoking. Primarily we have overcome our 
shameful waste of resources which has re- 
eulted from the lack of thorough and far- 
seeing scientific process, by the splendid in- 
ventiveness, push, and ingenuity of our popu- 
lation: that is, by the native intelligence of 


our people. 


Skill and Ability Diminished. 

We have seen generation after generation 
of manufacturing people in America change 
until our workmen show diminished skill 
and ability, and tm some industries lower 
standards of Mfe. When our skilled work- 
men began to fail us, we imported others 
and with rougher help, which we have ob- 
tained all over the world, we have kept up 
the progress by the splendid genius of our 
leaders. We have made the machine take 
the place of the ekilled American mechanic 
of the past. The alert inteHigence and in- 
genuity of the American has saved fim for 
the present. In tool machinery, in standé- 
ardized forms of various kinds, we have heid 
our own in the past and we are still hoMing 
our own. But for how long? 

What of the future? How are we prepared 
to meet competition under new conditions? 
Are our children, those who must win this 
fight, receiving the right preparation for it? 
Are our masses of sturdy workers getting 
the foundation which is their due and upon 
which the prosperit, yes, the intel#igenoce, 
of the citizens, and eventually our industrial 
peace and prosperity depend? Are they get- 
ting an education to meet their needs? 


Commercial Club’s Finding. 

In considering this question, which hag 
been an active interest of long standing tn 
his club, T. W. Robingon, ex-member of 
the board of education, writing of the Com- 
mercial club’s investigation of vocationa) 
education abroad, says: 

“ The years of experience thus obtained by 
the Commercial club emphasized the folowe 
ing facts: 

(1) That fully one-half of the 
17,000,000 and more of children that are 
enrolled in American public schools leave 
school by the sixth grade and finish their 
education at about 14 years of age. 

(2) That at the completion of the 
eighth grade 90 per cent of all our chii- 
dren go out into the world to try to cara 
a living. 

(3) That considerably less than 16 
per pent of our children ever reach the 
high'#chools or university. 

“If %& 4s necessary to provide the high 
schools and the university for lese than 10 
per cent of the youth of our country how 
much more necessary is it that some edtca- 
tional opportunity in addition and supplemen- 
tal to what we now have should be given to 
the 90 per cent of our children.”’ 


Industria] Education Vital.

Urges Progressive Features. 

“By a constitutional convention we could 
gettle all of these questions regarding social 
policies. ‘The line would be drawn and 
marked sharply between what is progressive 
and what is not. 

“ By a convention we could do many things 
for the welfare of the state, its industries, 
and contribute materially to comfort and 
well being of its citizens. It is now impos- 
gible to Go many things which should be 
@one. It‘is tmpracticable to do others. 

“With a new constitution the restrictions 
which were thought necessary forty years 
ego and the privileges which were consid. 
ered Innocent forty years ago could be modi- 
fied and chang<d to meet modern conditons. 

“At present Illinois is considered by other 
commonwealths as much behind the times. 
Perhaps we are in some particulars, but 
many of our ills and ailments are due to 
con ~*titutional limitations and requirements.”

The government has been asked to pros- 
ecute thé concern, and: an investigation of the 
charges will be made by Attorney General 
Wickersham. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the department by Edwin W. Sims, for- 
merly district attorney in Chicago, and Al- 
bert G. Welch, who represented the minority 
stockholders of the Great Western Cereal 
company. : 


Purchase of Rival Fought._ 

According to the statements submitted to 
James A. Fowler, the assistant to the at- 
torney genera! in charge of trust prosecu- 
tions, the Great Western Cereal company 
was sold to the Quaker Oats company by 
Joy Morton of Chicago and his associates, 
who dominated the former concern. 
per cent of the oatmeal business of the 
country. 

After the purchase the Great Western, it 
is alleged, began to suffer from management 
by the Quaker company. Its business was 
curtailed jand eventually it was thrown into 
the hands. of a receiver in New Jersey. The 
minority stockholders charged that the Great 
Western had been wrecked by the Quaker 
company in order to give the latter a monop- 
oly. 

New Jersey Suit Started. 

Mr. Sims brought suit under the Sherman 
law in New Jersey, seeking to have the 
Quaker company declared a combination in 
restraint of trade and to recover three times 
the cost of the damage to the minority stock- 
holders of the Great Western. 

This is one of the few actions, similar to 
the Danbury batters’ case, which have been 
brought under this provision of the Sherman 
law. While this suit is pending in New Jer- 
sey the minority stockholders are endeavor- 


ing to induce the government to start an in- 


dependent action against the Quaker com- 
pany.

Miss Tar- 
bell, who: has been paying special attention 


‘to the question of the minimum wage four 
women, today declared: 


‘The minimum wage for women in Boston 
should be set at $9, while in New York it 
should be a dollar higher. I'd hate to have 
any girl I cared about working in New York 
for lees than $10.” 

Miss Tarbell discussed the observations 

she made while gathering material for a 
series of articles on business ethics. 
. “Plenty of girls in New York are living 
on $6 a week and are keeping straight on Ir, 
‘It can be done, but how 
girls do it is a mystery. Those girls living 
on those few meager dollars and living right 
are the heroines of the age. 


Blames “Pin Money” Earner. 

“The girl-who lives at home and accepts 
@ position for $5 or $6 a week is the girl who 
makes it hard for the homeless and sejf sup- 
porting girl to make a living and makes it 
hard for her to remain a good girl. 

“The former girl doesn’t support herse!f 
even in the family group A great many 
times she contributes little to the support 
of the home. She is a grafter, grafting on 
every other girl working in the same kind of 
work and grafting on the other members of 
her family. She is the mdst dangerous quan- 
tity in the industrial world today. My posi- 
tion is this very girl would be.better off and 
more valuable if she remained in the home. 

“Another factor similar to the girl who 
works for less than a living wage is the 
woman who marries and continues to work. 
She is the most vicious element in a work-a- 
day world. We've got to realize that mar- 
riage and the home ere something more than 
two people living together and supporting 
themselves. We've got to realize what a 
function it is in the great scheme of things. 
The whole basis of our social development 
is the family. 


Woman Responaible for Home, 

‘In the first place, there are children to 
be considered. A woman must give up her 
work or race suicide ia the result. Of course 
from the economic viewpoint the couple is 


uch better off if the’woman stays at home 
and the man works. 


If they are both work- 
ing the aggregate earnings are more, to be 
sure; but the aggregate expenses are com- 
paratively greater also, and there is no con- 
werving done—none of the countless things 
that make a dollar have a dollar’s purchas- 
Mng power. Every woman, whether she is 
married or single, should take a child or two 
lor’ more if ‘she can afford it—to care for. 
I'm planning to do 90 myself in the near fu- 


ture.’’

it structurally does not come within the

Lawyer Urges Inquiry. 

On June 14 Mr. Tyrrell wrete Mr. Driagson 
the following: 

‘*My client informe me the theater does 
not, ae being erected, contain eight exita, but 
only six, and possibly you have been migin- 
formed by the inspectors. We urgently re- 
quest that you make a thorough investiga- 
tion of this building and that the builders 
be not allowed to complete and operate a 
moving picture show fn the building which fs 
being erected, as we believe, contrary te the 
ordinance in force. 

“Further,. another fact whieh possibly 
escaped the inspector or wae not reported to 
you ts that this building is sure to be insan- 
itary on account of the low cefling, and in 
this respect does not.comply with the bulid- 
ing ordinance.”’ 

On vuly 22 Mr. Tyrrell wrote Mr. Ericeson 
es follows:

* Dear Sir: I beg on behalf of my clients 
to call your attention again to the building 
at the above number. I am informed the city 
council on June 2] last passed an ordinance

June 21 and tn force July 18, which, {¢ would 
appear to me, revoked any an@all epecia! or- 
dinances or orders passed by the council 
prior to that time.” 


Ericsson’s Final Reply. 


To this letter Mr. Bficeson repifed:

ATTACK PRICE FIXING. 


Conspiracy to Benefit Members 
Charged; Injunction Asked 
in Petition. 


Dissolution of the Bigin board of trade and 
the American Association of Creamery But- 
ter Manufacturers, popularly known as the 
“butter trust; was asked by the govern- 

Ment in a petition filed yesterday in the 
United States District court. The suit is a 
civil action in equity and was started at the 
direction of Attorney General. Wickersham, 
following a conference at Washington with 
United States District Attorney ae H. 
Wilkerson of Chicago. 

Charges of conspiracy to fix arbitrarily 
the price of butter in the interest of big man- 
ufacturera and cold storage concerns to the 
detriment of the farmer, the small producer 
and the consuming public are made in the 
Petition. The government would destroy the 
alleged trust as a vielation of the Sherman 
law. 


Dissolution and Injunction Asked. 

In the petition the government asks that 
the operations of the alleged trust be declared 
illegal, that the Elgin board of trade and But- 
ter Manufacturers’ association be dissolved, 
and the. officials, agents, and employés of the 
trust be enjoined from appointing price fix- 
ing committees and from fixing and quoting 
Prices of butter, other than tire natural 
prices created by the law of supply and de- 
mand.

Another German ambassador whose forefen 
wife was a source of trouble. to him was 
Joseph von Radowltz, who married a charm- 
ing Russian, Mile. Ozeroff. Now, Russian 
women, above everything else, are intensely 
Muscovite and ardently patriotic according 
to their own Hghts, irrespective of how long 
they have been married to a foreigner. Soit 
was perfectly natural that Mme: von Rado- 
witzs,. although .a German ambassadress, 
should remain, above everything else, a Rus- 
sian. This was particulerly inconvenient 
when her husband’ was embaseador at Con- 
stantinople, where the German government 
‘was endeavoring to obtain a commaniting in- 
tiuence at the expense of Russia. The result 
of it was that Radowitz and his wife were 
transferred to.the less important post at 
Madrid, to the climate of which both ever- 
tually succumbed. 

It is hardly necessary to recall here the 
case of Count Paul Hatzfeldt, who while 
secretary of the German embassy at Paris ‘n 
1863 married Miss Helen Moulton of Albany, 
N. Y. Paul Hatzfeldt stood high in the favor

Forded to Annul Marriage.. 


At the same time he promised Hatsfeldt 
that if he secured a dissolution of his mar- 
riage, he, Bismarck, would care for his fu- 
ture, and promote him to the highest offices. 
Hatzfeldt conferred with his wife. Neither 
of them had any money. Indeed, they were 
hopelessly in debt. There was no alternative, 
and so Paul Hatzfeldt divorced his wife, re- 
maining on terms of warm friendship and 
affection with her. 

Bismarck was true to his promises. Hatz- 
feldt became in turn ambassador at Constan- 
tinople, minister of foreign affairs at Berlin, 
end ambassador to the court of St. James. 
He was filling the latter position when Bis- 
marck was dismissed from the chancellor- 
ship. Within a few months afterwards Paul 
Hatzfeldt, with the consent of the kaiser, ! e- 
married his American wife. The count died 
as ambassador. His widow stil] survives. 
Her son, now Prince Hatzfeldt, is the kaiser’s 
plenipotentiary in Egypt. 


Seizure of Private Papers. 


There are other nations where the fact 
of having a wife of alien birth constitutes 
an obstacle to political preferment. Thus, 
when Sir William White, British ambassador 
at Constantinople, died suddenly on his way 
back to England from the Bosphorus, on 
leave of absence, the late Lord Salisbury, 
then secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
immediately ordered the seizure of all Sir 
William's papers, especially of his private 
correspondence, diaries, etc., and the be- 
reaved widow was subjected to the affront of 
having all her own papers and her effects 
ransacked by officials of the English embas- 
sy while her husbami’s body still lay un- 
buried. This extraordinary action was taken 
by Lord Salisbury because Lady White was 
of foreign birth, being the daughter of Rus- 
gian parents. 

Lord Salisbury evidently was afraid she 
might be tempted to place her husband's 
papers, containing so many state secrets, at 
the disposal of the government of her native 
land. a

ASKS NEW CONSTITUTION. 


Its Amendments, Beaten in’ Ref- 
erendum Once, to Be Voted 


On Again.

SYDNEY, Australia—We approach the 
end of our wanderings in the Australian 
political labyrinth and arrive at, contempo- 
rary politics, which need not keep us Jong, 
for the issues are sharp and clear. 

The fundamenta! question in politics is, and 
has been for some years: W!!) the working 
man, by means of trades unions and polit- 
ical Jabor leagues, be able to continue fo rule 
Australia? That is the question: all else 
hinges on that: more, or less, sociallatic legis- 
lation and the nationalisation of additional 
industries; or a return to the good old daye of 
individualism and capitalism. 

We need make no mistake about the nature 
of the contest. It is class warfare—fairly 
bloodless, but nevertheless war; and both 
sides know it. There can be no turning back. 
For labor to yield would be to betray a cause 
which is as firmly believed in as was ever 
crusaders’ cauee. 

Much depends on the referendum. The is- 
sue came before @ people once; it is to come 
up again. Never ‘before did capital andthe 
allied forces fight as they did in the referen- 
dum of last year. Capital won. Which'sim- 
ply means that it lost nothing. It simply held 
the fort. Can it do It next year? 


Amendments to Constitution. 

The referenda of May, 1911, contemplated 
five amendments to the constitution, which 
wete submiited in two seperate issues, 
“ Legislative Powers,” and ‘‘ Monopolies.” 
In the first changes were to be made in rela- 
tion to the extension of the power of pariia- 
ment and the questions referred to a single 
section of the constitution—that which de- 
fines the powers of the parliament. 

The character of the proposed amendments 
is as follows: 

1. Trade and Commerce. To omit the 
words “ with other countries and among the 
etates,”” #0 as to give the commonwealth 
parliament power to legielate with respect to 
trade and commerce without limitatior/. 

2. Corporations. ‘:' omit the words “+for- 
elgn corporations, and trading or financial 
corporations formed within the limits of the 
commonwealth,”’ and to insert in Meu there- 
of the words, ‘ corporations including (a) 
the creation, dissolution, regulation, and con- 
trol of corporation; (b) corporations formed 
under the law of a state (except any corpora- 
tion. formed solely for-religious, .charitable, 
scientific, or artisic purposes, and not for the 
acquisition of gain by the corporation or 
its members). including their diseolutian, 
regulation, and control; and (c) foreign cor- 
porations, including their regulation and con- 
trol. ” 

8. Industrial mattera. To omit the worde 
“conciliation and arbitration for the Sre-. 
vention and settlement of industrial disputes 
extending beyond the limits of any one state,’ 
and to insert in lieu thereof the words " la- 
bor and employment, including (a) the wages 
arid conditions of labor and employment in 
any trade, industry, or calling; and (b) the 
prevention and settlement of industrial dis- 
putes, including disputes in relation to em- 
ployment on or about railwaye, the property 
of any state.” 

4. Trusts and monopolies. To amend sec- 
tion 51 of the constitution by adding the foil- 
lowing paragraph: “Combinations and 

monopoles in ation:to the production, 
mamafacture, or supply of goods or services.” 


Power to Take Over Monopolies. 

These four formed the “ legislative powers” 
referendum. The “ui. 10poles’’ referendum 
wanted to alter the constitution by addjng 
to the “ powers’’ section the following: 
‘‘ When each house.of parliament in the same 
session has by regglution declared that the 
industry or business of producing, manu- 
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the highest aaa’ of mechanism and the purest quality of tone.

Constitutions Cause of Wars. 


The federal attorney genera! in his “* Sec- 
ond Reading” speech said: “‘ Any form of 
government which, in order to prevent too 
rapid changes, prevents al} changes is clear- 
ly quite incompatible with democratic gov- 
ernment. If the people have made up their 
minds, not swayed by passing passion, but 
in an orderly, deliberate, and constitutional 
way, that they require a certain law, any 
system, no matter by what name it be called, 
that stands in the way is neither democratic 
nor compatible with a progressive state of 
society. 

“The condition ot: thinge in a state where 
there is a tendency towards democratic 
ideals, as in America, but where the rigidity 
of the constitution sets itself up between the 
people and their way has been provocative 
of most notable end undesirable conse- 
quences. 

“The bloodiest war of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, threatening not merely to dismember 
the federation, but to annihilate the spirit 
of American nationalism, arose from this 
very cause. And today the American con- 
gress and the state legislatures are, owing 
to the extreme rigidity of the federal can- 
stitution, ake powerless to deal with a 
danger no less real than that which led to 
the great civil war—I mean the operations of 
the great corporations ard trusts, whose 
colossal wealth and influence, growing with 
each day, threaten the !iberties, welfare, and 
existence of the nation. 


Nation Needs More Power. 
“What is our position’ What can the na- 
tional parliament do? We see in section 51 
of the constitution that imposing array of 
powers with which we are clothed, and I am 
not going to say one word to belittle the many 
and real Sopertuaities for useful legislation

So 
far as mere phrasedlogy, language, and re- 
iteration are concerned, there is much; so far 
as actualities are concerned, in the light of the 
decisions of the high court and of our ex- 
perience, we find there is little or nothing thet 
is of national or vital momem. — 

“A national parliament ought to deal with 
national matters.. If.our ambition. aime 
merely at a glorified shire council, uttering 
and reuttering pious ejaculatiots concerning 
national sentiments about one flag and one 
destiny, no Goubt the constitution clothes us 
with more than ample power. 

* But I take it that our desires Me in quite 
another direction. We desire to give legisla- 
tive and administrative effect to the national 


wealth, 

“Australian commerce is eat least co- 
terminous with the boundaries of this con- 
tinent. Indeed, it goes beyond them, and 
any attempt to split it up imto six or more 
portions and to eay that there shall be seven 
laws in respect of commerce—that we shall 
make laws with respect to commerce be- 
tween the states, but not within a state—must 
lead not only to confusion but to a condition 
bordering perilously upon chaos. 

Power Over Trade and Commerce. 

“Tt is proposed to strike out the words of 
Mmitation in the constitution, and to give 
the commonwealth pariilament power over 
trade and commerce. We shell then have 
power over all trade and commerce, and 
there can be no mistake, no clashing ‘of rival 
jurisdictions, no uncertainty, and no con- 
fusion. We shall not have to go to the court 
every time an endeavor ig made to enforce 
an existing law. 

“YT come now to corporations. Here again 
we find our powers shorn by the high court 
interpretations of the constitution. We 
thought that we had power with regard to 
making laws regulating corporations. It was 
found, however, in the Huddart-Parker case. 
that we had no such power, and that prac- 
tically the only power we have is the power 
to deal with corporations before they com- 
mence operations. Once they have com- 
menced operations we can do nothing what- 
ever with them. The absurdity of this 
position becomes clearer when we look more 
closely into the judgment. We have power 
to prohibit corporations from engaging in 
any business at all, but we have no power 
to direct their operationg when once they 
are launched in any business. 


Industrial Disturbances. 
‘“The dangers of the industrial disturbances 
are real and growing daily. Hardly a week 
passes but in some quarter of the world we 
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hear of a great industrial upheaval, A little 
while ago we had one here; today there is 
one in France, and tomorrow there may be 
one somewhere else. 

“There must be a determined and success- 
ful effort to grapplé with the cause of these 
troubles, or civilization cannot endure—at 
any rate, on its present basis. There cannot 
be democratic government, or even a pre- 


tense at it, with a general diffusion of the 


giorious gifts of civilization, if industry 
is not to be controlled and systemized in a 

sane, beneficent, and effective fashion for 
the the benefit. of the whole community. Com- 
merce and trade are the children of industry, 
and we possess nothing in our corporate or 
individual capacity which is not its product.”

The wheat market wae dull and a little 
weaker yesterday. Trade was not ona large 
scale, but the demand the latter part of the 
geasion was slow and prices sagged off, clos- 
ing Ko to %@%eo lower. Foreign news was 
not of much significance except that political 
developments were called more pacific. 

In Argentina the weather was unsettied in 
the north, where harvesting is under way, 
and Liverpool was influenced a little by this 
as well as by the smalier world’s shipments 
for the week estimated and by the better 
milling demand. Paris was ¥%@%c higher; 
Berlin, %o higher, and Budapest, Yeoup. Ant- 
werp was unchanged. Liverpoo] was %@%4 
up. Plate offers were not especially heavy 
and‘there is still much uncertainty in regard 
to the crop. 

Good Buying in Early Trade. 

Commission houses were good buyers of 
wheat early at 00c and there were & number 
of local traders who boaded up on the theory 
that prices were low enough. However, all 
who wanted to buy wheat were accommodat- 
ed at 90c or over, and in spite of the buying 
the market closed lower. Some of the com- 
mission houses have switched to the bull 
side because of the moderate improvement tn 
the shipping demand coupled with the fact 
that export business {s of fair proportions at 
Kangas City and that Duluth reported export 
bids for #hest all rail to the seaboard within 
ie of working basis. 

Mills have been fair buyers recently, but 
the receipts continue large enough to dissi- 
pate any visions of immediate ecarcity. 
Clearances, however, W heavy at 982,000 
bu .and the clearances for next week will 
undoubtedly be large. 


Cash Wheat Prices Firm. 

Prices for cash wheat at all pointe continue 
firm and this undoubtedly hae influenced con- 
siderable buying support. Sévera) loads of 
hard winter wheat were reported taken at 
Kansas City. Forelgnere were also good 
buyers of Canadian wheate. Sales here to 
mills were 25,000 bu. Receipts were 21 cars, 
with 21 cars the estimete for tomorrow. 
Southwest arrivals were much larger than 
a@ year ago, and Minneapolis and Duluth hed 
699 cars, compared to S17 cars a year ago. 
Winnipeg had 402 cars; last year, 196 cars. 

Primary receipte were 8,523,000 bu for the 
week, compared to 4,771,000 bu a year ago, 
and for the season to date have been 243,000,- 
000 bu, against 161,000,000 bu for the same 
time a year ago. 

Corn Futures Work Lower. 

The tone of the corn market was easy, in- 
fluenced by the fine weather, increased offer- 
ings from the country, and the lack of any 
big shipping demand.

When she exhales the lines 
in “Phedre” the exhalation is musty. <t is too late and it 
ig too bad. I stood in the foyer of the Majestic the other even 
ing and I heard them gniff disappointedly as they went out. It 
was not their fault. The sorcery was gone, and Mme. Sarah was 
only a variety perfor-ner who had not gratified, and who did not 
care—like Miss Tanguay—because she had got the money. 

Thos, an admirer, though not a worshiper, of the Bernhardt 
school of acting may Jame:t her insistence. The wonder-woman 
does not lag superfluous nor is she passé with those who go ‘o 
the theater to satisfy curiosity or in the mood of research. She 
is a lesson, and a wonderful lesson. She is the ultimate word in 
calculated, detafled histrionism. And, at the risk of being unchiv- 
alric, she shows us a apw debt owed by Art to Grand Rapids. 


Resuscitating Gilbert and Sullivan. 

“Why doesn’t some manager revive the Gilbert and Sullivaa 
operas ?” | 

That question long, long ago passed into the list of bromides, 
where it always belonged, for the reason that it was, nine times in 
ten, asked by somebody v-ho knew nothing at all about the Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas. The last of the series to be imported wus 
“ Utopia, Limited,” in 1894; it wrs the last save one of the series, 
which ended with “The Grand Duke,” which had no appeal to 
any of the American managers who had fought for the rights in 
“ Ruddygore,” “The Yeomen of the Guard,” “The Gondoliers,” 
and “Utopia.” The reason they fought resided in the fact that a 
copyright law had been enacted that protected the authors, who 
until and including the importation of “The Mikado” had never 
been paid for American performances of their works save when 
the performances were given by the English companies. 

Well, “some manager” has revived the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas—four of them, anyway. Last week’s performances of 
“The Pirates of Penzance” would seem to argue that the reviva's 
have been made with good effect. That work is, perhaps, the leagt 
generally appealing of the entire series, although Sullivan put 
some of bis most enduring music into it. I do not think that any 
Chicago writer has pointed ont that one of its melodies, the 
bacchanale of the pirates in act II., long ago passed into the album 
of national airs. It is familiar to the general public when sung 
to the words of “Hail! Hail! The gang’s all here! ”—an im-

game theater. But, then, Miss Scheff as Yum-Yum is what 
Gilbert himself would have termed a “ singular anomaly,” not co 
dwell at all upon that lady’s disregard of the rights of her cast in 
the text and lyrics of a work so far removed from her milieu as 
“The Mikado.” 

As was to be expected in a community so cultural and cultured 
as Chicago, the performance of “ The Pirates” was the signal for 
a chorus fn the strain of “ Well, what of it?” and the corollary 
question: “Would any manager produce ‘The Pirates’ if it 
were taken to him in manuscript as a new and origina] musical 
comedy?’ To which there are two replies: that “ The Pirates” 
and the others of the series were originally produced by a corpo- 
ration of which Gilbert and Sullivan themselves w2 he pan- 
tatas, and that the most sincere and ardent disciples ‘wf the 
Gilbert-Sullivan “ theater” are the very men who write in man‘i- 
script today the new and original musical comedies that managers 
do produce. The two most enthusiastic spectators last Sunday 
night were George Ade and I'rederick Donaghey. 


Diagnosing the Drama’s Ailments. 


An tngenuous plea comes from the Woodlawn Woman's club 
for the expression of an opinion about “ The Theater of Today.” 

If this writer bad an interesting idea about so obvious 
a subject he long ago would have put it into this column, wheres, 
no doubt, such things are scarcer than they are in the Woodlawn 
Woman's club.

Thureday at the institute, is oumintro- 

@uction to the work of this eminent 

Scotch-English Irishman, who has be- 

come one of the leading portrait paint- 
ers in London. About thirty-five pictures are 
shown in the large southeast gallery, includ- 
ing portraits, groups, Tangier coast scenes, 
etc. Most of them have traveled to Venice 
and Pittsburgh, !n whose international ex- 
hibitions Mr. Lavery was offered the *‘ honor 
‘exhibit, and now they are making the 
rounds of various American cities. 

One may study the artist’s progress from 
1888, when he painted that red sketch for his 
large ‘“‘Queen Victoria at Glasgow,’ now 
owned by that city, to the Tangier scenes of 
@ year or two ago. The progress has been 
gure and sound, and the recent rapid ad- 
Vance into a style more free and fluid than 
gome of the London portraits would promise 
may justify the hope of still better things. 

From the time when, as a poor Irish im- 
migrant boy, he and a few other young en- 

sthusiasts grouped themselves into the ** Glas- 
gow echool,” until now, when he is studying 
new aspects of color and character in Africa, 
Mr. Lavery has owed less to innate genius 
Ahan to sheer grit and perseverance. He 
@tarted with a love of art and of hard work, 
jbut with little facility, and he lacked that 
me gical instinct for grace of line and balance 
,4n- peomposition which no amount of study 
. @an wholly impart.. But through years of 
obscurity he “ slogged on,”’ to use Steven- 
, ‘s phrase, developing to the utmost every 
faculty of his nature. If not genius, he had 
Anteliect, a keen eye, quick sympathy, and 
indomitable will, and his career shows how 
re far these qualities will carry a man in art.

© Whe London portraits show him too much 
preoccupied with one feminine type, the rep- 
resentative high bred Englishwoman, coldly 
handsome, immovable to the point, occasion- 
ally, of stodginess. Ten or twelve of these 
portraite of fine ladies might almost have 
been painted from the same model—a model 
"@miling and sweetly juvenile in ‘‘ Waiting,” 
‘hard and forbidding in certain older ladies 
who shall be nameless. Most of these por- 
¢raits are tn low tones of studio color, show- 
*tn¥ fine gradations of blacks, browns, and 
grays, and extremely clever drawing and 
“gréuping. In some of them the color be- 
comes thick and heavy, however; the artist 
‘begins to need the searching sunlight of Tan- 
gier. 

Of this type of woman—a type sometimes 
sweet, sometimes hard, but always distin- 
guished and to us rather remote—Mr. Lav- 
ery’s best expressien is the portrait of his 
daughter as “The Amazon.” “ere he gets 
out of doors and gives an inspiring sense of 
life's bigness and joy. One draws a deep 
breath and feels the courage of this new, 
forward gazing, twentieth century woman- 
hood—if that is what the picture means—and 
the spactousness of the desert which stretch- 
es out before her. In spite of the spear she

_ lavender, blue, and green, with sails afar; 
and perhaps above ail that wonderful 
_“ Moonlight in Tangier” with all its pearly 

softness of oriental roofs and towers. Thesé 
' recent pictures, more poetic in feeling, more 
. fluid and fluent tn style than his earlier 
_. work, convince us thet this artist, after a 
long and ardent preparation, is just arsiving 
at his best period. 


> 
One might say also of Oliver Dennett 
Grover that he would seem to be just ar- 
riving at-his best period, for the present ex- 
hibition leads beyond any of his previous 
work. Certain pictures, escaping from his 


usual literalism, have temperament; “‘ Isola 
Bella’’ especially is truly poetic, an exqui- 
sitely beautiful reflection upon the Italian 
beauty of its subject, a curve of houses mir- 
rored in smooth waters. ‘‘ Noon at Porto 
Fino” is almost as fine, and the little Geno- 
ese, “Late Afternoon,” ‘The Piazetta,’ 
‘“ Silvery Day,” etc., have also a quiet, 
dreamy beauty. 

Two large pictures face each other at the 
ends of the gallery, both excellently painted; 
one a view of the Ponte Vicchio and rows of 
Florentine houses along the Arno; the other 
a more spontaneous and inspired scenic paint- 
ing of Lake Louise, that wonderful,jewel of 
the Canadian Rockies. Mr. Grover is to be 
congratulated upon this big attempt at a big 
subject. He has succeeded in suggesting the 
beauty and majesty of the scene—the smooth 
pure oval of water, the V shape of rugged 
mountains springing from it and framing in 
height after height of that imma@ulate white 
glacier foaming with snow. The artist gets 
his big subject into a picture; it is not a mere 
transcript, but a carefully balanced compo- 
sition. Such a daring exercise must enlarge 
a man’s vision and grasp. Our artists often 
concern themmselves too exclusively with lit- 
tle things. 

—~> - 

The western artists’ exhibition is better 
than usual; the number of exhibits is cut 
down to 110 and the standard is higher in 
consequence. The prize winner also gives 
satisfaction. William Wendt deserves the 
honor, and he has not been so richly rewarded 
for his excellent work that the $500 will not 
be welcome. Moreover, ‘‘Sunny Slopes,”’ 
while not exceptional among his landscapes, 
is a good example. 

The landscapes are the strongest part of the 
show, with two or three exceptions. Of the 
exceptions the most conspicuous is Wal- 
ter M. Clute’s Kittle interior with two 
girls, ‘“‘The Evening of the Party.”’ Mr. 
Clute has been painting such subjects for 
years, sometimes fairly well; now he begins 
to do it yery well, indeed—perhaps the next 
picture will be ap good as Tarbell. Some girts 
in gardens by Karl Buehr are delicately 
handled, and a girl in white, by Julius Rol- 
shoven, is skillfully painted. 

The surprise of the show is Charles Juer- 


gens, a new arrival in Chicago, whose four 


pictures are, an original and most delightful 
new note. One Is a fountain equare in Cin- 
cinnati, and the other three are decorative 
flower panels, simple, but exceedingly adroit 
arrangements of chrysanthemums or poin- 
settias against white. All four petures have 


‘ an indefinable distinction. 


Of the landscapes a number give one an 
emotion of freSthnessS and beauty. J. Otis 
Adams, in two vivid studies of rushing rivers, 
offers some of his best work. Dawson Wat- 
son's ‘“‘ Blossoms of Snow ”’ is a winter lyric, 
and Gustat Goetsch’s “‘ Harbor Lights at 
Newport” has an almost Whistlerian deli- 
cacy. A.J. Fournier has an interesting 
group, also E. H, Barnes and F. C. Peyraud, 
and E. B. Butler’s “ Late Autumn” is full 
of poetry, one‘of the best things he has done. 
L. H. Meakin ‘has an inspiring mountain 
vista, and Mary Butler two admirable sea- 
shore scenes.

He has work cut out 
for him that will be a severe test of his 
ability, for he wil! findin the way of obstacles 
two huge hulke of brawn and muscle fn Alb 
Palzer, the lowa farmer, and Jesse Willard, 
who, like McCarty, wants it known that he 
also is a cowboy. ' 
These three wesierpers promise to furnish 
the battles that will produce @ new cham- 
pion, for Flynn is considered out of it, as 
is. also Al Kaufmann, the Californian, who 
for‘a time was. considered the best of the 
‘“‘ white hopes.”” And the same may be said 
for Carl Morris, the Oklahoman ang Bom- 
bardier Wells, the Britisher. Morris, who 
returned to the ring not long ago and has 
been winning from fourth raters, is out of the 
question entirely, for he was beaten by Flynn 
and knocked out by McCarty. Incidentally 
it: might be mentioned that McCarty is a 
100 per cent better fignter today than he:was 
when he stopped Morris, while if anything 
the Oklahoman -hag taken a step backward. 


Loses Title Without Fighting. 

It is necessary to say something here 
about the deposing: of the first black cham- 
pion of the’ world, for he is the first man that 
ever has had a title taken away from himy 
without defeat.

On New Year's day the ey es of those who 
follow the boxing game will be glued on the 
same arena in which McCarty and Flyna 
fought, when McCarty is to be given his sec- 
ond champtonehip trial against Al Palzer. 
There are many who will be surprised if 
McCarty is returned the winner, just as they 
were when the cowboy accomplished the 
downfall of Flynn, but few expect to see as 
easy @ victory scored. 

McCarty looks to be the bettnr of the two. 
for he has shown he has everything needed 
by a champion with the exception of experi- 
ence. 
through lack of experience. On the other 
hand, Palzer, too, has much to learn and if 
anything he is not the polished miller that 
McCarty is. There is one thing that can be 
said for both of them and that is that they 
are game to the core. They have shown it 
and it is a sure thing that they will have to 
show it egain on Jan. 1. for indications point 
to one of the fiercest slugging battles that 
ever was staged in any ring.

DEMAND EXCEEDS THE SUPPLY. 


Larger Edition Necessary to Meet Re- 
quests of Friends of Late Sporting 
Writer for “‘The Tribune.” 


Hugh E. Keough's verses and his vagrant 
philosophy have been collected and compiled 
in book form for circulation. among. his 
friends and admirers. The book, inscribed 
simply ‘‘ By Hek,” was issued in de luxe form 
for the benefit of the acmirers of the poet. 
laureate of sports, whose work appeared for 
many years on the sporting page of THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

The intention was to preserve some of the 
quaint philosophy and the unique jingles for 
circulation among those who knew him best, 
but the demand for: the volume increased 
until it compelled a larger edition. 

Hek's works were well known among 
those who read the sporting pages, and 
among the devotees of the “ square deal,” 
whether in sports or outside: The volume 
presented consists of a hundred or more of 
Hek’s beet. known verses. Of course, 
many are miseing, for Hek wrote of the 
things of the moment and many of his clever- 
eat fantasies aremeaningiess now that the 
events that inspired them are forgotten.

“Now is the time”’ for all good managers 
to line up their men for next year. The 
league meetings are éver, the playing sched- 
ules are automatic, and the training trips are 
the next matters of big interest to the fans. 

Analyeis of Manager Callahan's 1913 squad 
of White Sox veterans and hopefuls indi- 
cates that all departments of the team are 
to be strengthened if possible, as he has 
retained for future inspection recruits for 
infield, outfield, and both ends of the battery. 

Naturally pitchers predominate in the list, 

and sixteen of the men now under reserva- 
tion are or aspire to be slabmen. 
nearly half of the thirty-six players, includ- 
ing the manager. Five of them are catchers 
and there are eight infielders and seven out- 
flelderg on the roster. 
_ Nime of the sixteen hurlers already have 
been seen in action on the south side. They 
ate the more or less “ veterans,’ Walsh. 
White, Lange, Cicotte, Benz, and Scott. and 
three recruits who had partial tryouts last 
season—Mogridge, Ellis Johnson, and Doug- 
lass. Of the three men Mogridge was with 
the Sox at the start last season and showed 
that his chiéf need was more experience. 
He came to (.icago from Galesburg of the 
Central agsociation and was planted in Lin- 
coin of the Westefn league, to give him 
schooling in a higher class than the circuit 
from which he first was graduated. His work 
was good enough to justify recalling him. 


E. Johnson and Douglass Possibilities, 

Ellis Johnson and Douglass reported near 
the end of last season and were given oppor- 
tunities to show what they had. They un- 
covered a lot of pitching stuff but lacked « 
lot of the finish which only experience can 
put on, such as fielding their positions and 
covering first base. Douglass is a young 
giant and Jonnson has plenty of physique 
for a pitcher. 

There are seven more hurlers to be looked 
over in the spring before Manazer Callahan 
can pick his slab staff. Of these untried 
youngsters the one who comes with the best 
reputation is the redskin, George Murphy 
Johnson, who was purchased from St. Jo- 
seph. The chief belongs to the Winnebago 
family and began learning his basebal! on 
the reservation. He fs right “handed and a 
spit ball artist, with almost 190 pounds and 
nearly six feet of copper. colored. brawn be- 
hind the spitter. He is only 24, but madeae 
mark for himself in the two years he has 


‘ pitched in the minors. 


Frank Miller, another of the recruits, ip 
hardly a youngster and is not an unfinished 
Pitcher. He is believed to be a most likeby 
camdidate. He wae the class of the Coast 
league siabmen iast year and has had 
enough experience to know the game. ‘This 
will be his fourth winter on the reserve list 
of the White Sox, although he’ never hag 
pitched in an American teague game. 


Miller Comes from Coast. 

Comiskey first picked up Miller in the fall 
of 1907, purchasing him from the Houghton, 
Mich., club. During the next season he was 
farmed out to the Green Bay team of the 
Wisconsin league and recalled at the end of 
the year. Miller had not shed all his grean- 
hess in Green Bay, so in the spring of 1908 
he was farmed out again, this time to Des 
Moines in the Western league, from whiahk 
he was recalled in the fall. In the spring 
of 1910 it was up to Manager Duffy te 
choose between Frank lange and Miller, 
and he kept Lange, letting Miller go to the 
San Francisco club, with which he has re 
mained for three seasons. 

There probably would have been nd chances 
for Comiskey to get Miller agnin after his

Of Greek literature Lang says: ‘ Nor can 
we find, at the last, any wisdom more wise 
than that which bids us do what men may, 
and bear what men must. Such are the les- 
sons of the Greeks, of the people who tried 
all things, In the morning of the world, and 
who still speak to us of what they tried in 
words which are the sum of human gayety 
and gloom, of grief and triumph, hope and 
despair. The world, since their day, has but 
followed in the same round, which only 
seems new; hae only made the same exper!i- 
mente and failed with the same failure, but 
less gallantly and gloriously. ... There 
is a charm in finding ourselves—our com- 
mon humanity, our puzzles, our cares, our 


joys tn the writings of men severed from us ' 


by race, religion, speech, and half the gulf 
of historical time—which no literary pleas- 
ures can equal.” 

It is not from the reading alone of the wise 
and finest things In all literature that we get 
culture. “ Alice in Wonderland" has done 
much to cultivate men’s minds, in its own 
way. One of the admirals in the United States 
navy reads it once every year of his life. It 
limbers the mind and, like all charming 
things, cultivates it. 

It is hard to say sometimes what is the flow- 
er of culture, but it is something that is pfo- 
duced by the most diverse nourishment. Itis 
as much represented by soul gains as by the 
acquisitions of the mind. To live for a few 
hours with the aplendid characters in books 
is to acquire something that may be of in- 
estimable value to us, whether the characters 
are worthy of imitation or of the sort we 
would never like to imitate. Dickens has 
given us wonderful examples of every sort 
of admirable virtue and of most of the repre- 
hensible attributes of humanity.

Traddles’ Lovable Character. 

Take the book “‘ David Copperfield ” alone. 
Was there ever a more unselfish and lovably 
unworldly character than Traddles? There 
is culture for the heart in knowing such 
people as Traddles and Sophy, “ the dearest 
girl.’”’ And then there is that example of a 
hard sort of cheerfulness in that little de- 
formed creature Miss Mowcher, in the same 
book, who having no hand in making herself, 
is cheerful and endures it all, making her 
own way without being beholden to any one, 
saying, “‘If I don’t brood over all I want 
it is the better for mé and not worse for any 
one.”” Perhaps there is no cultivation the 
world needs so much as thet which yields a 
contented heart. 

Contented or not contented books are our 
greatest resource. It is delightful to live for 
@ time, be it ever so few minutes, entirely 
outside ourselves, lost in the beauty of the 
thought or the life in the story we are read- 
ing.

A “Pull” That Didn’t Work Out, 
but Had a Successful Sequel.

OWED my first city job to pull. It 
seemed ali right at first, but it did not 
work out so well.

I laid the most emphasis on the 
sales promotion work of the paint house and 
my knowledge of amal!l town hardware con- 
ditions, I wag frank {n stating my lack of 
references, told why and how I had left th 
other frm, and asked for an interview. I 
got it. 

I told the sales manager what I thought I 
could do end that I was determined not to 
sell my services for less than they were 
worth. He eaked me some questions and 
told me to call again in the morning. In 
the end I got the job. I did not get it through 
any pull and I had to hold it by making 
records, which I did.

MMIE REGAN, who controls a chain of 
forty retail cigar stores, has pooled his 
rapidly growing interests with a new 
merger of* independent tobacco inter- 
ests. The new corporation will have a 
capital of $75,000,000, giving Regan unlim- 
ited funds with which to extend his stores, 
his metheds, and his personality ali over the 
country. I dropped in on Regan a few days 
ago and asked him to give me his story. 
“My mother and father were just plain 
Irish folks,” said Regan, “ and they brought 
me to this country when I was no more than 
two feet high. They both worked hard, 
and I got all the education they could af- 
ford and that I could acquire between selling 
papers and trotting around as @ driver's 
helper. I inherited from them all the good 
humor they had, and no money. 
* Neither I nor any of the other youngsters 
I worked with had any more money than 
we could pick up ourselves, and never hav- 
ing had more than enough to supply our ac- 
tual needs, and sometimes less than that, 
mone of us ever had a taste of the things 
which money will buy. Therefore we had 
little ambition to ris above our present sta~- 


tion in life 


“My crowd was made of the gritty clay 
ef the etreets, and our chief occupations 
when we did work at all, were the various odd 
jobs connected with the grocery and paint 
gtores and an occasional shift in a lumber 
or coal yard, but whether we had @ job or 
not, Charlie Kuhn's pool room out on Thirty- 
first street wae our official rendesvous.

Filled in Charlie's Lapses. 

“Charlie was a fat man of about 40 years, 
who ran e cigar store with a pool room in the 
rear, and here | got what really was my firet 
training in the cigar business. Charile liked 
to think of himself as a man about town, 
and when it happened, which came to be 
quite frequently, that because of some par- 
ticularly glorious Roman night he wae physi- 
cally incapable of attending the cigar coun- 
ter, I would take his place and earn a dollar 
or two until he returned. 

“ This sort of life kept up until I was about 
27 years old, when.one night the place burned 


> down. I never saw Chariie again, but what 


wes more important to me and my future 
was the fact that I was now withouta home, 
for the pool room.bad meant home to me for 
geveral years. It was in the early winter, 
and I wae in actual need of shelter and an 
occupation immediately. 

“TI realized that to get a job one must have 
gome ability his employer could make use 
of. . 1 could drive a wagon or shift lumber, 
but it was cokd weather, Aleo I knew a great 
deal about pool and had sold cigars behind 
Charlie Kuhn’s counter. I decided to market 
these latter accomplishments, and it was not 
long before I got @ job as a ‘ capper’ in Wel- 
don’s cigar store and pool room down on 
South Clark street. 

“A capper is e man who hangs around 

e pool tables inducing other men to play 
with him, the object being to keep the tables 
busy all the time. At odd times I helped in 
the cigar etore, and my Irish brogue and 
jokes soon made me so many friends that 
I was taken out of the pool room for good, 
and I became a retail cigar clerk.

Incentives Spur Him On. 

“My life heretofore had been barren of 
cumulative results because 1 had never re- 
ceived any spur to force my labor to pay mea 
dividend. Mr. Weldon was a wise man. He 
started me in on a salary of $l2a week anda 
promise of a raise to $16 by the firat of the 
year if I made good. Here was an incentive 
and I earned every cent of that raise. Not 


. Jong after that I met the girl who ie now Mrs. 


Regan and the incentive was complete. 

“Mr. Weldon owned two stores out of 
which he was gaining only a fair living, and 
they required his every attention. His was 
@ one man concern since he financed the 
enterprise, bought ali the stock and elter- 
nated between the two stores in helping to 
sell the goods. Me was little better off than 
I wae as his clerk and, in fact, the balance 
may have been on my side as I had none 
of the responsidility. 

* During the next three years I increased 
rapidly in practical knowledge of the cigar 
and tobacco industry and came to know 6o 
much of Mr. Weildon’s affairs that I wes vir- 
wally what in a larger company would have 
been termed his sales manager. We worked 
early and late, but somehow seemed to be 
twnable to increase the sales or decrease the 
expenses. : 

~ ‘There were several things fundamentelly 
wrong with Weldon’s methods which I did 
not discover until a year later when he hed 
left the country in an effort to recover his 
ghattered health, and 1 immediately cabled 
him an offer to take over his two stores if he 
would grant me easy terms of payment. His 
acceptance came back quickly and so the 
nucleus of the big chain I now own was 
formed. 

* 


Mistakes Former Owner Made. 

“T had discovered two things in the chang- 
ing complexity of the retail cigar and to- 
bacco business which Weldon had either 
overlooked or had refused to accept as 
truths. 

“ First, that in these days of highly effictent 
competition a man cannot hope to make more 
than a email living from a eingle cigar store. 
Expenses have advanced all along the line, 
rent, wages, materials—everything—and 
there has been no corresponding increase in 
profits. In fact, profite are 5 per cent less, or 
more, on most lines than they were five years 
ago. 

** Second, he had not been keeping his stock 
in proper condition. There were some minor 
details which I'dug out and corrected as I 
went along. 

**I at once installed a new clerk to take my 
old position and began to carry into effect 
gome plans which had been graduaHy form- 
ing in my head. Weldon’s two stores had 
not been identified with each other in any 
way. The first one on Clark street was called 
the Capitol and the second, situated in a 
hotel building, was named after the hotel. 

“Now, personality in the cigar business its 
one of the greatest factors in the success 
er failure of a store, and while Weldon had 
geeemed to have some reluctance in ex- 
ploiting his own name, I had no such com- 
punction, and “ Regan's” went up over tne 
two atores as goon as I could have the signs 
painted. : 

“ A distinctive color scheme was my next 
problem. One well known chain of stores 
had already made use of a bright red color 
and another had used green paint. I experi- 
mented with several combinations and final- 

ly settled upon a bright biue shade with 
white trimmings. This did not give me all 
the effect I had desired, so I had a novel elec-

Put Personality Into Stores. 

“ My entire thought was to inject a certain 
personality into the eppearance and serv- 
ice of the two stores which would make such 
a lasting impression on the minds of both our 
transient and regular oustomers that they 
could feel sure of securing that same treat- 
ment if they visiled either store I now owned 
or any I might own in the future. 

“ With this same idea of increasing the 
good will of my customers I saw to it that the 
clerkg were instructed in the various grades 
and characteristics of the brands we handled. 
The burning quality and the amount of nico- 
tine in a cigar varies widely, depending upon 
the nativity of the leaf, its age, the condition 
of the land which produced it, the skill of 
the maker, and dozens of other technicali- 
ties. The clerks could not be expected to be 
experts in these matters or they would not 
have been clerks, but they learned enough 
to be of good use in helping a customer in his 
selections. 

“IT cannot make too strong the greet im- 
portance personel friendship and service 
have in the retail cigar business. It is this 
factor which has kept elive countless sma!) 
stores which would otherwise have been 
crushed out of existence. It has enabled the 
independem stores to flourish in the face of 
the coupon rebate metheds of the modern 
chain store system. ‘ 


“I wes now compelied te go into the mat- 


ters of the size, character, and condition of 
our stock, both because the game idea of good 


‘pervice made it absolutely necessary thet we 


be able to supply all of otr customers’ de- 
manda, and secondly because under Weldon’s 
Management we hed suffered great losses 
from broken and dried out cigara 

es »s 


Carries Brands Customers Want. 

“I found in my investigation of our stock 
that it was badly assorted, that it had been 
bought in larger quantities than we cou 
easily handle, and that it had been stored 
in a cold, dry room. I remedied these faults 
immediately. My four years behind the 
counter had given mean eimoet exact knowl- 
edge of what the public was buying and in 

. what quantities, and my future purchases 
were governed accordingly. ‘ 

“I called myself an independent retailer, 
but I owe my suocess to the fact:that I 
spent all of my time in building up my own 
business and paid no attention to what profits 
others were making. My business was to 
supply the brands my customers wanted— 
not the brands I thought they ought to buy— 
and as a r@ult I carry goods made by all 
companies. 

“I also found that I was risking losses 
by keeping the stores stocked up to capacity. 
I remedied this fauk by loading the mafor- 
ity of the shelves with empty boxes, which 
made a showy, stocky appearance, but which 
kept the money I had tied up in stock down 
to a minimum. ; 

“The demand of the public for clean and 
sweet, not bone diy cigare has led the manu- 
facturere to turn out more attractive con- 
tainers than was the custom a few years 
ago. The general trend in the sale of all 
small goods is to put them out in sanitary 
packages, and the cigar and tobacco trade 
has not been exempt, so that we were some- 
what aided in making our windows attractive 
by the willingness of the menufacturers to 
put out their goods packed in cardboard 
boxes lined with oiled paper, tin humidors, 
and soon, ~ 


Played Up Service of Store. 

“In my advertising I played up the service 
of the store rather than the g00ds we sold, 
and in my windows, the all seeing eye of the 
store, I featured the various processes enter- 
ing into the manufacture of an ‘particular 
brand we might be pushing. he week we 
made a special sale of a brand of smoking 
tobacco whch was made of a blend of five 
different tobaccos. I dressed the window in 
much the usual way, but in the center upon 


@ pedestal I put a single can of the tobacco - 


with five ribbons leading from it. At the 
ena of the ribbons I placed five piles of 
tobacco with a card and a photograph show- 
ing the country in which it was grown. 

“ All of these details, while simple, never- 


thelegs produced a remarkable effect upon. 


the business. We now had every factor in 
our business worked out and fitted into a 
smoothly running machine. We had the 
goods our customers wanted, we pulled them 
into the store by our advertising and win- 
dows, and we made them steady customers 
when once they had visited us by giving 
them what they wanted in perfect condition 
and in a manner which made them fee! at 
home. | 

*‘ All of this I accomplished before YI took 
up the matter which I hed al) the time had 
in mind—namely, the formation of a big 
chain of stores, which might not pay me a 
large profit individually but which in the 
aggregate would give me a handsome living. 

* s 


Jobbing House of His Own. 

“With a number of stores iw operation I 
would need more goods to sell, which meant 
that I could give the jobbermand manufac- 
turers larger orders, which would mean in 
turn that they could afford to give me better 
terms and to spend some money on me in 
advertising and in window display material. 
It would also decrease the average of my 
fixed overhead expenses, since a porter could 
clean five stores as easily as one, a window 
trimmer could dress five windows as cheap- 
ly as two as far as his time was concerned, 
a single storeroom would do as well for a 
number as for a single store, and a single ad- 
vertisement woulé pull customers into five 
stores as well as into one. 

“I therefore formed a jobbing house of 
my own, planning thereby to save the com- 
mission I had formerly been paying to others. 
This was a comparatively easy matter, as I 
aiready had a large storeroom, the change 
merely meaning that the manufacturers 
shipped directly to me now instead of having 
the goods go through a jobber’s hands first. 

“I borrowed money right and left to use in 
buying out established cigar stores, which I 
proceeded to mold into my growing organiza- 
tion until I now control forty in all. I have 
never been embarrassed in taking up my 
notes when they were due, and I may say 
that more than one business owes its suo- 
cess to the ability of the owner to secure 
money at low rates. My success in creating 
a chain of stores is due to that ability, but 
the chain could never have become ar-actual- 
ity if the first links had not been sound.”

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Must Have Confidence in Your Line and Knack of Driving Home Argument.

HE rudiments of successful salesman- 
ship often have been discussed. The 
subject has been treated at extreme 
length, but the true statement of fact 
is a rarity. ‘ 

The man who becomes a successful sales- 
man, if he follows the dictates of his con- 
science, will frankly admit that much of his 
success is due largely to luck. For my pert, 
I always have gone on the assumption that 
‘the man who fs on the job at the psychologi- 
cal moment is the salesman who closes the 
gale. I have had the utmost confidence in 
the product I represented. If I were selling 
shingle fails, for instance, I’d know that 
my shingle nail was the best that money 
could produce. 

Confidence ip your goods, the ability to 
convince your purchaser, and the knack of 
succinctly driving home the clinching argu- 
ment are elements of success which every 
salesman should acqiire before he takes to 
the road in an effort to earn a good living 
for himself and commensurate profits for his 
employer. Without these qualifications, a 
man should not follow the calling of travel- 
ing salesman. 

"Way back in 18098 I started selling talking 
machines. I enthused over the prospect of 
an early sale. Never did I permit my en- 
thusiasm to wane, and when a deal on which 
I had worked hard fell through I tackled the 
next prospect more vigorously and with 
greater enthusiasm. There is a broad dis- 
tinction between losing a sale and losing 
confidence. I lost several of the former, but 
confidence always was my mainstay.

. Landed First Order on Nerve. 

Twenty years ago it wasn't the ecasiest 
thing in the world to walk into a man’s office 
and tell him you had a machine into which 
ho could talk and his line of talk would be 
perfectly reproduced. The commercial value 
of the talking machine at that time was not 
seriously considered. Stenographers, ¢s- 
pecially those in the feminine ranks, did not 
look upon the innovation favorably. The 
machine, too, then was in its experimental 
stages. Today I believe the dictaphone to 
be as indispensabdlie ‘as the typewriter, the 
adding machine, or any other modern office 
appliance. | ; 

I landed my first big order purely on nerve. 
One of the biggest railroad corporations in 
the United States became interested, through 
my persistent efforts to install the dicta» 
phone in its offices. I felt that the installe- 
tion of the talking machine in its many 
offices meant the saving of considerable 
money to the railroad. I represented to the 
heads of the various departments that my 
machine would cut down the time and oper- 
ating expenses for the stenographers at 
least 40 per cent. 

Forty per cent is a big figure in any busi- 
ness. The argument appealed to the rail- 
road officials, and, half-convinced, they final- 
ly granted me permission to install ten or 
fifteen machines in their offices. The ma- 
chine never had failed me; I long before had 
determined that I would not fail the ma- 
chine. 

I smiled at the idea of placing such a 
limited number of machines in their offices. 

* Gentlemen,” I said, “‘ fifteen machines 
will prove no more to you than will one ma- 
chine. To demonstrate properly the value 
of this appliance as a labor and money saver 
I want to place in your various departments 
150 dictaphones! ”’ 

; * 

Big Proposition Made Impression. 

The proposition astonished some of them. 
I was proposing doing business on a scale of 
unusual magnitude. That little epeech, I felt 
intuftively, had left {ts impression. 

* How long will you leave the machines 
here?’ asked one department head. ‘“ We 
wish, of course, to ascertain thoroughly the 
merits or demerits of the instrument.” 

“I shall leave them here,” I responded, 
*‘ until you shall have determined to your en- 
tire satisfaction whether or not the device 
will deliver the goods. You appreciate my 
position, I feel sure, and if I didn’t know J 
have one of the greatest economizers and 
short cutters ever invented, I wouldn't waste 
the time of either of us.’’ 

“I'll leave 150 machines here until you 
make up your minds definitely as to their 
worth. That means I’m investing something 
like $18,000 of my company’s money on the 
outcome of your trial of its product. That's 
the confidence we have in it. We've every-

If I had consented to 
the placing, in this particular inatance, of, 
gay, ten machines in their office, the result 
would have been disastrous for me, for the 
machines would have been treated more as 
toys than anything else, would have been 
dragged from one department to another, and 
the result would have been a prolonged 
and desultory testing of the appliance and a 
lack of concentration on the part of the 
operators. ‘

Even Added to the Dividends. 

Tn holding out for the installation of 150 
machines as I did I was thus enabled ‘to show 
them an actual eaving on their payrolls 
amounting to thousands of dollars. For in. 
stance, in one department there were thirty- 
three young women operating typewriters. 
The dictaphone In two months cut down this 
force to twenty operators. Thirteen operators 
at $65 a month meant «saving to the railroad 
company of $&5 a month. or $10,140 a year! 


In the offices of. this railroad company, — 


scattered between Chicago and Topeke, 825 
dictaphones heve been in operation fort years, 
They paid for themselves within a short 
time and added an interesting figure to the 
annual dividends. 

A successful salesman not only knows how 
to present his proposition verbally, but he 
i@ able to write such correspondence as will 
bring businese to his office An old time 
customer of mine once sent to the office five 
of our machines which he wished repaired. 
We put them In the best possible shape and 
returned them to his firm. 

He had bought these machines probably 
@ dozen years before, but when they were 
gsemt back to him they did not perform as good 
work as would our more recent models. I 
thought, however, it might be a good idea 
to write to this customer and suggest to 
him the superiority of our new product over 
the old. Accordingly I dictated a letter to 
him tn which I set out the additiona) appiil- 
ances to be found on our new model, indi- 
cating certain points in the new machine 
that were not embodied in the old. I wrote 
him a most friendly letter, one which I felt 
convinced would please him and let him know 
I had his interest at heart.

Soft Answer Turns Away Wrath. 

Well, imagine my great surprise when a 
day or eo later I got a letter from this cus- 
tomer roundly condemning me for the tactics 
I had pursued. I had my nerve, he said, in 
talking new machines with him when the ol 
ones should have proved serviceable for 
some years to come. It wae 4 nasty letter, 
in many respecta, and one which stung me. 

Had I acted on impulse, I might have sent 
back to him a communication which would 
have ended our business relations for all 
time to come. 
over the matter. The following morning I 
sent him a brief note explaining that I felt 
bis grievance to be unfounded, that I felt 
keenly his attack upon my business methods, 
and that in writing to him as I did I was 
actuated only by a desire to equip his office 
with the most modern product. I believed, I 
told him, that on second perusal of my com- 
munication he would see things in their 
proper light. 

With the mailing of this letter I dismissed 
the incident from my mind. To my great 
astonishment, a few daye later I received 
from him a letter in which he inclosed a 
check covering the purchase price of twenty- 
five new machines. In hie letter there was 
not a single word pertaining to our recent 
correspondence.

The quickest sale I ever made was when, 
a couple of years ago, a downstate mer- 
chant came to me and said he understood the 
dictaphone would save him time and money.

will soon find hereelf earning a salary of $75 
to $80 per month. This work is no more try- 
ing or nerve racking to the average gir) than 
the various other occupations open to young 
women, and invariably stendographers are 
treated. with much deference and courtesy 
by employers. Chicago is not overcrowded 
with: good stenographers. In fact, not long 
since, business men here were .sending to 
smaller towns around Chicago in search of 
competent help.

We have not the artistic background of France, it is true, but 
there is something here in America that Knox and Tiffany and 
Gorham and the ‘Meriden and the Waltham people found that 
seems from the results to indicate that what we lack in artistic 


- background can. be made up with some other sense that we have. 


It is absolutely preposterous for the Rue de la Paix or the 
Place Vendome to tell the women of Fifth avenue or the Lake 
Shore or Euclid avenue what they shall wear in the way of hats 
or dresses, and the absurdity of the situation, with the loss of 
Paris art and cleverness, is becoming more and more apparent, 
until, as I repeat, the exhilarating moment of its wane and final 


collapse is mighty close at hand. 

Of course we have to demonstrate that we can make good 
designs in America. But I believe we can. As a matter of 
fact, we have and are. If the dishonest Paris label were re- 
moved from every dress and hat that was really designed and 
made in America it would amaze us to find how much actual 
designing, with little or no influence from the French models, 
has done here. : 

It is conceded on every hand that we are the cleverest adapters 
in-the world. That is’all the French are: With the exception 
the uneurled feather, which was an accident, the French

never have originated a single style. Mind you, now, I use the 
word originate in the sense of original creation. They have 
always adapted, wonderfully cleverly in the past, ridiculously so 
in the present, but always have they adapted from something 
else. * 

They have gone to their libraries and their art galleries and 
adapted from the costumes of the past. And the world has been 
ec field. The Greeks, the Romans, the Chinese, the Russians, 

e Persians, the East Indians—all have been laid under contri- 


bution. 

But surely we can do this. Our years of art here 
and abroad should have taught ns something by this time. But 
to dismiss the matter by saying that we have not a sufficient 
artistic backgrdund is not fair. It is true in a sense, but what 
does a country know what it has and the extent to which it has e 
certain talent until it gives encouragement to that talent? 

Now, what is the effect of the French fashions on American 
women? The game that these French dressmakers play on her 
makes her place a wrong value on dress, since the 
changes compel her to give it more thought than she to 
give to dress, pushing out far more important elements in her 
life which would mean vastly more for development.

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; No Sooner “tn Style” than “Out.” 


And what does she gain by it? She is no sooner “ in style™ 
than she is “ out of style.” It is like going round in a circle or 
chasing a will-o’-the-wisp, It is practically endless. And even 
if she keeps in style she is compelled to dress unbecomingly, for 
these French dressmakers have no conception of her moods: 
most of them.never have been in America. : ' 

They are absolutely ignorant of the Anglo-Saxon woman, 
and, as Mme. Sarah Bernhardt once acknowledged in my maga- 
zine, “as the American woman is so distinctly unlike the old 
world woman in all else, let her dress in her own particular style 
and becoming to herself: after her own designs, and not after 
ours ”; and then she added: “ The two styles of dress are abso- 
lutely opposed fo each other in every respect.” 

So after all her trouble and chase the American woman really 
gets not only nothing but worse than nothing, for she gets 
clothes that are not becoming to her. The whole question is 
wrong, from whatever point of view view it; and as the 
French dressmaker has lost his art, and is putting in its place the 
commercialism of grotesqueness and vulgarity, it is high time 
that she realized the truth and turned to a saner and more be- 


coming dress.

Paris Idea Exactly Reversed. 


With us the Paris idea is exactly reversed. Instead of com- 
pelling the woman to make frequent change in her dress, ren- 
dered necessary by extreme and grotesque styles, we are trying 
to give designs beautiful in line and yet sane and conservative 
in style, so that a woman will not need to change her dress or 
hat before she has actually gotten reasonable wear out of it and 
she feels that she has had a just return from her investment 

We aim to give dresses and hats that a woman can wear more 
than a season or a year, that will make it possible for her to buy 
a better quality because she will have to buy less frequently, and 
so that she won't have to be everlastingly going to her dress- 
maker’s and giving constant and undue thought to the question 
of dress, to the exclusion of other and far more important things 
in her life. 

But we have no commercial instinct to serve. With us dress 
is an economic question: with the Paris dressmaker it is a busi- 


ness. | 
That this can be worked out admits of not the slightest ques- 
tion, if women will only look at the whole subject in a common 
sense way. Every woman will admit that some of the most suc- 
cessful dresses and hats she has ever had are what are called hats 
and dresses of no style in particular: that can be worn for two 
or three years, and have been so worn, and yet are always “ in 
style” because there are no extreme touches, 

These are the dresses and the hats that we are trying to give. 
They can be had exactly from the same historic sources as the 
French get their ideas, only designed along more conservative 
lines and more closely adapted to the American woman.

What irri- 
tates is that the habit is attributed to inor- 
@inate vanity in women. 

Vanity! There is no sex monopoly of it, 
though men would have us believe otherwise. 
The very vainest person I have ever met 
wee @ great general in the civil war whose 
bravery was undisputed, as was his weak- 
mess. The next vainest person is a woman 
wo ugiy that she just escapes being a freak.

The attic of her large old fashioned house 
ie literally filled with fur lined coats, muffs, 
stoles, rugs, gowns, and scon. They are first 
placed in individual bags and the bags put 
into cedar chests or hung in cedar clothes 
closets. Every garment and fur ise looked 
over every day, and once every month taken 
out in the sun for several hours. In the 
autumn the garments are returned in per- 
fect condition. 

She has always made this a cash propost- 
tion. and so has never lost money by having 
friends ask for credit. In addition to asmal!

side. She emphasizes on her labels and the 
grocer in his advertising, that these are real 
“home made’’ preserves. Her kitchen has 
expanded into the shed! behind and four days 
in the weék looks more Hke a canning fac- 
tory than:a home kitchen.

Is it really necessary to eat so much meat? 


What a Prominent Writer Says. 


A prominent writer, discussing this sub- 
ject recently, said: 
-“ The daily dietary of the average man tak- 
ing “moderate exercise, according to Prof. 
Volt of Munich, should consist of from one 
to two ounces of protein, two ounces of fat, 
and sixteen ounces of fsugar and starch. This 
does not take into account the mineral ele- 
ments essential for a balanced and adequate 
nutrition—elements found in fruits and grains 
which have been rightly described as the 
*building stones of the body.’ As the re- 
sults of careful expert researoh we are as- 
sured that where the caloric value of all the 
food we eat is high we require fewer proteids, 
and much eating of meat. may become a 
source of weakness instead of strength be- 
Cause of the excess in the system of waste 


nitrogenous products, their decomposition 
acting as a poison affecting both nerves and 
muscles. 

“ Meat ts prone to decay or putrefy much 
more rapidly than any other proteid food 
known except eggs, and all the important 
fundamental putrefying constituents ob- 
taineé from such decay (indol, phenol, which 
je carbolic acid, and skatol) are poisonous. 
For this reason there is always a struggle 
going on within our physical being to render 
such poisonous constituents harmless by con- 
verting them into new chemical forms. Meat 
also contains venous blood, whichis filled 
with such poisons as urea, uric acid, and 
cholesterin, with others which would have 
been removed bythe liver and kidneys of 
the animal had it lived. Indeed, it is a 
simple fact that when we eat the flesh of any 
anima! we take into our system the so-called 
‘waste products’ of that animal, matter 
which would have been elimiriated had the 
animal not been slain for human food, and 
which becomes poisonous in the human body 
unless cast off by the new machinery into 
which ft has been introduced. Weare thue 
compelled when we eat meat to get rid of 
other poisons than those normally our own. 

“Is it any wonder that the final outcome fs 
a feeling of apathy and tnefficiency, which 
manifests itself in a disinclination to take the 
exercise which would ald in ridding us of the 
‘waste products ’ that are producing such re- 
sulte? 

“The remedy for such conditions is exer- 
clee, as much fresh air as possible, and a 
prompt neform in diet. Sleep with open win- 
dows, be outdoors as much as practicable, 
and live, for a time at least, upon the sim- 


piest food.”

Plans for Reducing High Cost of Living. 


Fireless Cooker Saves. 

Physicians tell us that the cheaper cuts 
of meat contain just as much nutriment, 
pound for pound, ae the higher priced meat. 
But many people object to this meat, claim- 
Ing that much of it is tough and unpalatable. 
This fault, however, can be overcome by 
using the firelese cooker. By this method 
of cooking any kind of meat—fish, flegh, or 
fowl—can be cooked tender, juicy, and ofe 
fine flavor. 

It takes from am hour and a half to three 
hours and longer, according to size and kind 
of meat, to properly cook or roast in the 
ordinary oven, with the gs burning all that 
time, while with the fireless cooker the gas 
fe used only twenty minutes, the balance 
of the cooking being done by the stored up 
heat of the twenty minutes’ preliminary 
cooking, and the meat is cooked the same 
all the way through, not crisp on the outeide 
‘and rare in the center. The same holds 
good with vegetables both as to making 
them tender and in the lesser amount of fuel 
uged. 

“To accomplish these resulite a cooker 
met be used having heat retaining disks 
of elther metal or stone. Such a firetess 
cooker will cook a meat just as quickly ae 
either a gas, gasoline, of Coal range.

“Y do all my work—cooking, baking (ex- 
cept bread), ironing, dressmaking, millinery, 
plain sewing, candy making, and in addition 
I teach languages part of the day, and find 
time for study, reading, Irish crochet, em- 
broidery, painting, muselc, and attending: to 
window pla I make my husband's shirts 
and keep his clothes presded and in order.

“ When eggs are dear I use cake and des- 
sert recipes calling for only one egg or none 
at all. I never throw away a crumb of food

Recipe for Fruit Cake. 


While awaiting the action of the house- 
mothers “of credit and renown '’ who wil) 
send in, each, her pet recipe for fruit cake. 
wilt you accept mine, which has come down 
to me “by ordinary generation” from « 
very @reat-grandmotier who hearé the 
cannon roar at Bunker Hill? 

FRUIT CAKE—One pound of powdered 
sugar, one of butter and one of flour, twelve 
egga, one pound each of currante, well 
washed, picked over and dredged with 
flour, and of raisins, seeded and chopped: 
half a pound of citron, shredded; one table- 
sponful of ground cinnamon; two teaspoon- 
fuls of nutmeg; one teaspoonful of cloves; 
@ winegiags of best French brandy. 


Cream the butter and sugar light; add the 


yolks of the eggy beaten very smooth and © 


wtir all well together before putting in half 
of the flour. Beat eggs, sugar, and butter 
for at leagt five minutes before the flour 


‘ goesin. Next come the mixed apices; beat 


for two minutes more. Now work in the 
fruit, which should be mixed together an4 
dredged well with flour. Then put in the 
rest of the flour alternately with the 
whites, which should have been beaten to 
a standing froth. Lastly, stir in the 
brandy. 

‘If the recipe be not quite “ fool-proof,””’ 


let me hear from you and I will do my best ° 


to make it plainer. Some cooks prefer to 
put in the fruit last, with the brandy. My 
objection to this is that it involves too much 
beating after the whites and flour are 
added. 

This is for two large cakes. It is the O14 
Virginia wedding cake and warranted to 
keep indefinitely—if kept under lock and 
key! I have eaten it when it was twenty 
years old. It was a bit dry in spite of the 
brandy that, with many foldings of silver 
paper, Was meant to retain freshnesa But 
it was still sweet and spicy and unspoiled.

FRENCH CHEESE SANDWICHES— 
Brown bread, cream cheese, jam, marma- 
lade, Or preserved ginger. 

Slice the bread thinly and spread it with 
@ layer of the marmalade or jam. Straw- 
berry or peach flavor should be used for the 
beat results. Spread a layer of fresh cream 
cheese over the jam and cover it with an- 
other slice of bread. Press and serve for 
afternoon tea. : 

CREAM OF CHICKEN SANDWICHES— 
Hait cupful of white chicken meat, one tea- 
spoonful of gelatin, half pint of whipping 
cream, one cupful of milk, seasoning of 
salt, buttered white bread. 

Dissolve the gelatin in two tablespoon- 
fuls of cold water. Pound the chicken fine- 
ly and add the liquid gelatin and salt te 
taste. Put over the fire and stir until it 
begins te thicken; then remove from the 
fire and ad4 the cream, previously whipped, 
@ little ata time. Stand away to cool, and 
when very cold spread on thinly cut, but- 
tered bread.

“You might have added one more way 
in which this front breadth fs soiled, ‘Even 
when one sits still with folded hands laid 
upon her lap the nap of the material of 
the dress is gradually worn ‘shiny’ and 
thin. It has the pressure and friction of 
the hands all the time in addition to the 
other causes of wear—sometimes of tear— 
which you speak of.

Recipe for Eagle Cake. 


“ Will you be kind enough to tell me what 
‘eagle cake’ is and whence the name? I 
have heard it spoken of frequently of late. 
I do not recollect ever eating it, or hearing 
it mentioned until within a few weeks.

I am as ignorant as yourself as to the 
derivation of the name. But it is a favor- 
ite cake in our household. having been in- 
troduced by a cook who was born and 
brought up in Vermont. {I have asked her 
for an exact recipe:

washing soda is put into the water. I use 
soft water—and oceans of it—and lots of 
s0ap.

white and clean, and rinse thoroughly. 
Hang on the line until the pillows are en- 
tirely dry. It will take several days of hot 
sunshine, but they will be lovely—light and 
fluffy as down. 

“Il am a housekeeper of nearly thirty 
years’ standing, and have used this method 
again and again. Don’t be afraid to try &. 
After the pillows are clean, cover the cases 
with muslin slips sewed on. Wash these 
twice a year at house cleaning time, and 
the ticking will not need cleaning often.

Crocheting Broadcloth Rug. 


“I should like to make a crocheted rug 
ef broadcloth and other woolen stuffs used 
for men's clothing. I have tweeds and 
serge, but I do not know how to make the 
rug out of these. Of what width should I 
cut the strips? And should they be sewed 


. together before they are crocheted? 


“1 should also be grateful for directions 
for making bran biscuits or small loaves of 
bran bread, | 

“ Perhaps some Cornerite may oblige me 
with these directions, A Rgeapsr.” 

I can give you a little help with regard 
to the width of the strips and as to whether 
they should be sewed into lengths before 
they are crocheted, I. once upon a time, 
knitted a rug of woolen pleces. I cut them 
half an inch wide and in joining them 
doubled each strip. The loosely woven 
strips that were ifkely to ravel at the edges 
were basted all alongtheirlength. Readers 
who have crocheted rugs must go on with 
the story. 

Before this you have seen the recipes for 
every kind of bran breads we have pub- 
lished from time to time. I trust that you 
are suited w‘th one at least of the assort- 
ment.

“FOR HANDBAGS AND SHOES.— 
Make a strong lather of white soup and, 
after carefully brushing and wiping the 
leather, go over as carefully every inch of 
it with the lather, taking a small part at 
@ time, then wiping and polishing with a 
soft cloth. The chances are that your 
ehoes or bag will look as well agnew. This

ig particularly true of tan leather. Of 


course, blemishes and scratches will set be 
removed, but they will be much tmpreved. 

“FOR RUGS AND CARPETS.—After 
sweeping the carpets or rugs, add a cup of 
vinegar to a half pail of water and, wring- 
ing a large, clean cloth out of this, go over 
carpet and rug with great wide—well, 
‘gwipes.’ The colors will be greatly re- 
stored and brightened and the @irt re- 
moved. ° 

“Try the same combination to clean 


windows and looking glasses. You will be 


pleased and surprised at the result. 

‘I have discovered a mixture which, if 
at first severe, is one of the very best 
known for chapped hands and for keeping 
them soft and white. It ie used in one of 
the Chicago hospitals by the nursés, whe 
testify to its wonderful healing qualities. 

* CHAPPED HANDS MIXTURB,-One 
tablespoonful of householé ammonia and 
the sume of glycerin to six tablespoonfule 
of soft water. Snow water is best, and the 
addition of a tablespoonful of rose water 
makes it into a good-_lotion for the face and 
lips, although this last ingredient is not 
necessary. 

’* HANGING CURTAINS—To make thin 
gash or casement curtains hang evenly, 
make the casing for the curtain rod, insert 
the rod and hang the material from the fiz- 
tures. Now draw down the window shade 
as far as you wish the curtain te come 
when finished. With bottom of shade ee 
guide, the hem may be pinned or basted 
and the curtain will hang straight. This 
will be found much better than measuring 
the stuff and hemming before hanging. 

* BAKED BEANS.—A large, tart apple 
chopped fine and added to a pan of baked 
beans supplies a piquancy which is new and 
that must be tested to be appreciated. 

**A teaspoonful of dry mustard mixed 
with two of brown stgar, a teaspoonful of 
onion juice, a tablespoonful of © vinegar, 
pepper and salt to taste, and all thoroughly 


blended, are about right for a quart of 
beans. 


** Add to this formula enough water to 
cover the beans and keep in a moderate 
oven, covered closely, for several hours. 
Keep the kettle on the boll to add water as 
fast as that in the pan evaporates. Re- 
move cover for fifteen minutes at the last 
te brown the beans. 

“HINT TO MOTHERS AND NURSBPS— 
It may not be generally known that to re-" 
Place a poultice is a great mistake, I have 
seen it done by those wh did not stop to 
think. 

“The object of a poultice is to draw the 
fever or pain from the body. When it hes 
been on for s long time and is dry or cold, a 
new one should be applied by the doctor's 
orders or at the discretion of the nurse. 
To resteam, warm over, or replace that 
you have removed is too obviously wrong 
to require more than this hint. Thought- 
lessness or lack of time does not excuse the 
blunder. 

*IT once saw a mother take the poultices 
from the body of her son, who was ill with 
pneumonia, and lay them carefully away, 
that the flaxseed meal might do duty ‘ if 
needed tonight!” Ugh! think of it!

Some Desired Recipes. 
“ Will you be good enough to jet me lave 
the following recipes? 
“1, Stuffed green peppers. 
“2. Individual Chariotte russe. 


** 3. How do cafés make their baked pota- f 


toes so puffy.? Do they scoop out the inside 
and mash it, then fill the skins with it? 

"4. Must peas always be strained out of 
the liquor in which they are boiled? 

“5. Potatoes au gratin? I find no 4irec- 
tions for making this dish in any of my 
cook books. Mas. R. &. P.” 

STUFFED PEPPERS. — Mince enough 
cold chicken to make a cupful and mix 
with it two tablespoonfuls of minced cold 
boiled ham and one of melted butter. 

Select fine peppers of uniform size; re- 
move the stems so that the peppers will 
stand upright. Then cut ae piece from the 
blossom end large ehough to allow you to 
dig out the seeds. Do tunis with a pair of 
sharp scissors and do not let the seeds 
touch the sides of the peppers in with- 
érawing them. The peouliarly pungent 
taste, unpleasant to many, lies in the seeds. 
Parboll the emptied shelis for five minutes 
to make them yet more mild. Lay them 
then in ice water to make them firm enough 
to hold the stuffing. When they are cold 
wipe and arrange them in a buttered bake 
Gish; fill with the prepared mixture aad ft 
the scalded tops en again. 

Pour about them a cup of chicken stock, 
made by thinning gravy from the reast 
fowls with a little water. If you heve 
aone, substitute a 10 cent'can of strained 
chicken broth. Bake, covered, half an 
hour. 

You may vary thie popular dish by filling 
the prepared peppers with a forcemeat of 
crumbe, chopped pork, and tomato sauce; 
with rice seasoned with cheese; with cold 
minced fish or with French mushrooms, 
halved and mixed with a good drawo 
butter. 

INDIVIDUAL CHARLOTTE RUSSE.— 
Slice a stale sponge cake rather thick and 
cut each slice round with a cake cutter. 
Stir balf a cupful of powdered sugar into 
a pint of chilied cream and whip stiff. This 
done, stir into the standing whipped cream 
two teaspoenfuls of vanilla or other eg- 
sence. 

Fit a round of cake into the bottom of a 
china “‘ nappie’’; soak it with wine or with 
custard, as you prefer. Fit strips of the 
cake around the sides of the nappie to lige 
it even with the top. Heap the whipped 
cream within the cup thus made, and lay 
a maraschiso cherry upon the top. 

Eat from the nappie. 

OR—You may bake “ individual sponge 
cake "’ in cups witb straight sides and when 
they are done and cold excavate the centers 
carefully; then fill with the whipped cream. 

& I keve never eaten potatoes that 
claimed to be baked and were merely skins 
etuffed with mashed potato. The cheat 
would be too palpable. A perfectly ripe 
and sound potato will bake “ mealy.” It 
is also the practice of the cook to test the 
mealiness and whether it is done to the 
heart by a skillful pinch that Breaks the 
akin @lightly emé makes the contents soft 


It ia afovenly to send them te 
table swimming in liquid. 

POTATOES AU GRATIN.—Pare and 
slice the potatoes rather thin and put in 
layers into a buttered bake dish, sprinkling 
each layer with salt, pepper, and bits of 
butter. 

Pour into the dish a cupful of hot water 
and cover closely. Bake for half an how 
and pour in a cupful of hot milk into whieh 
you have stirred a deasertspoontul of but- 
ter. Strew fine bread crumbs thickly over 
the top. Salt and pepper and dot with 
butter. Set back in the oven and brown 
slightly. 

Bome cooks strew Parmesan cheese with 
the crumbs and ever each layer of sliced 
potato. This is 4 matter of taste.

Christmas Gifts for the Busy Woman. 


Girls and women who are in business 
haven’t much time to attend teas and par- 
ties, etc., so they haven’t much use for the 
dainty, fluffy things that girls love and 
which are always so acceptable at Christ- 
mas time.

Variety of Materials. 

As for materials, one may select from 
quite a variety, nainsook, longcloth, cross- 
barred dimity, linen, cambric, muslin, and 
the other novelty materials that are usual- 
ly on hand in the shops. But I think a good 
quality of long cloth or nainsook would 
make the most serviceable underwear, with 
a good German val or filet lace, embroidery 
with not too open a pattern or perhaps no 
trimming, but a suggestion of filling and the 
material hemstitched. 

The first thing to do is to cut out the gar- 
ment and a great deal of that will depend 
upon the kind of pattern that you have 
If you do not happen to have a good corset 
cover pattern I am sure you will find an 
ordinary shirtwaist pattern will serve the 
purpose as well. Measure down from the 
neck at the center front of the waist, about 
seven inches and curve, or whatever outline 
you have chosen for your design up to the 
shoulder. | 

So many people are troubled with corset 
covers that slip off the shoulder, but I 

_ think you can remedy that by bringing the 
strap at the shoulder further toward: the 
neck; that is, instead of letting the edge of 
the corset cover come in the same place 
that a blouse would, measure in three inches 
along the shoulder seam and slope the arm 
hole off from that point. : :

After that has been done lay the box plait 
over the plain hem on the other side of the 
front and pin them together as they will be 
_when the garment Is finished, and fold them 
“wewn the center to get the line for the cen- 
ter of the pattern. If you are making @ 
Frerich corset cover cut the garment 80 that 
the center front and center back are both 
on the fold of the material and no extra 


pattern is needed.

French Fell Neatest Seam. 

On all undergarments I think you will 
find that the French fell is the neatest 
seam to use and doesn’t take much, longer 
than an ordinary seam. When making it 
by hand, put the seam together so that 
the raw edges will be on the wrong side of 
the garment and sew them half an inch 
from the edge. For this latter, the running 
back stitch’ is the best. That is, et first 
take two stitches, and when the needle has 
been brought out there will be two:spaces 
and one stitch; then bringing the needle 
back over the last space, take two more 
stitches. This will cover the last space, 
Make another stitch and give one space. 
After that do the same thing over again, 
that is, bring the needle back over the last 
space and take two more stitches. When 
you have finished the sewing it wilh look 
like machine stitching on one side and plain 
running stitches on the other. 

After you have sewed the seam tr’m off 
the one edgy (the one that shows th» run- 
ning stitches) quite close to the sewing, 
then turn the other edge over it and hem it 
flat tothe body of the material. 

A plain fell might be used to good ad- 
vantage, too; that is, imstead of hemming 
the other edge down to the body of the 
material, fold it over the other edge and 
let the fold just cover the first stitching. 
But I think you will find the French fell 
is the better for underwear. 

Wide embroidery flouncing makes at- 
tractive combinations, using it entirely for 
the corset cover with a deep flounce on 
either the drawers or petticoat, which ever 


You are making. 


around the figure with ribbons for the 
shoulder straps, cut out a semi-circle under 
each arm, about four inches deep. Then 
the corset cover will set up at the top, while 
I am sure if you fail to do this the garment 
will sag at the back and front and be 
uncomfortable at the shoulders.

Another Way to Cut Flouncing. 

Another way to cut embroidery flouncing 
is to make a corset cover witha V neck, let- 
ting the edge of the embroidery come at the 
top. If you haven't a corset cover pattern 
that has a V neck you might use your blouse 
pattern; then, inetead of rounding the line 
at the top, just join the point at the center 
front, seven inches down the neck, to the 
point on the shoulder with a straight line. 

Then, when cutting the material, lay the 
patterm on the embroidery so that this line 
will come at the edge of the flouncing. On 
this you will have to put a box plait at the 
closing of the center front, but I think*you 
will find # more satisfactory to use a plain 
piece of material—muslin, lawn, or long- 
cloth—and also for the hem on the left side, 

Then there will be a seam at the center 
back, so, when cutting, try to lay the em- 
broidery ao that it will give some effect of 
matching. When joining embroidery of any 
kind make the seam narrow, then, after it 
has been stitched, trim it down a trifle and 
roll the edge and whip it. 

When using embroidery insertion for 
trimming on an undergarment use a run- 
ning back stitch and sew right next to the 
embroidery, keeping it as straight as pos- 
sible, then trim the edge of the material 
quite close to the seam and fold the extra 
edge that is on the embroidery over the 
seam, making it’ ike a hem, so that the 
folded edge of the hem will just cover the 
first stitching.

Filling Put In in Like Way. 

Filling ie put in In almost the same way, 
using the extra material on either side of 
the tiny holes to hem over the other edge; 
and be careful when doing the first sewing 
that you keep it right on the edge of the 
fill‘ng. Falli looks dainty if {t is puiin 
the seams used to join flounces to the 
body of the garment, or even joining the 
corset cover to the drawers in a combina- 
tion. 

Lace is put in the same way in underwear 
as in any other garment—that is, first 
basted carefully, then sewed on, using a 
smnall hemming stitch. After it. has been 
sewed, be sure to miter the corners before 
cutting the material away beneath the lace. 
When you are ready to cut the material 
awiy you will find it easiest to first cut it 
down the center, then trim off the edges to 
leave about a quarter of an inch next tothe

hind the story >of the bravery and self- 
sacrifice of the girl there is a romance, almost 


. overlooked dur-ng the rush of the great events 
in eastern Furope. It is a story of love, p¥ 


triotism, and heroism seldom equaled ‘n the 


; history of the women who have become the 


heroines of the nations, and when the war is 
over there is to be a wedding in which a noble 
name will fizure. 

The tale |.as been told simply, briefly, in the 
official reports and in the dispatches of Prince 
Alexis Karoxeorgovitch, cousin of the king, 
from Vranje. 

Sophia Yovanovitsch lived in Belgrade. Her 
fathtr was a man of considerable fortune, a 
physician and of good birth. Her mother was 
of noble blood and in her day was one of the 
beauties of Belgrade. It is said that during 
the reign of Draga she was one of the favorites 
of that ill fated queen.

Entered Society a Year Ago. 


Sophia was tenderly raised, edvcated in a 
convent, and a little more than a year ago, be- 
fore she was 18, she returned to Belgrade and 
was introduced into society. Although barred 
from royal circles. she was admired everywheve 
and it is said that one of the princes of the 
reigning house of Scrvia was mad!y infatuated 
with her, sc much so that he sought again aud 
gain to mect her. 

But there was another, a youth named 
Dmitri, his other name being ignored in the 
brief dispaiches. Dmitri was Russian, sor 
rather his father was Russian and his mother 
a Buigarian, who resided ‘p Belgrade. From 
what can be learned Dmita was not the ideal 
hero. In fact. it is intimated that Lut for the 
urg-ng of the girl he never would have entered 
the army bunt world have sought to escape the 
dangeis by claiming citizenship with Russia. 

When the war cloud that bas hovered for 
twenty years over the Balkans broke and little 
Servia sprang to arms Sophia was one of fhe 
Most ardent patriots. There were three young 
men avowedly suitors for her hand. and to 
each of them she gave the same order—not to 


ask her to marry them or to seek her love until 
they had volunteered and proved their worthi- 
ness by serving the country. 

Two, both Serbs, at once rushed to the col- 
ors, but it is related in Belgrade that Dmitri 
hesitated and finally was ordered by the gitl 
either to enlist at once or to renounce forever 
all thought of marriage with her. Also it was 
evident that Dmitri loved Sophia more than 
he loved Servia, for he enlisted. 

Sophia Yovanoyitsch’s friends say that 
Dmitri did not want to enlist, but that the 
girl taunted him with being a ceward, scorned 
him, and sent him from her, and that he, angry 
and determined, went at once to the first sta- 
tion, enlisted, and asked only to be assigned t- 
the first regiment to go to the front. - The re- 
cruiting officer smiled grimly and promised, 

saying:

Enlists in Brother's Clothes. 


Those of us in America have little concep- 
tion of war scenes in Servia. A country with 
a few over 2,000,000 people, with perhaps 
400,000 men of military age; put an army of 
more than 200,000 men into the field in a fort- 
night. 

Sophia Yovanovitsch did not know that 
Dmitri had enlisted. Stirred by her patriot- 
ism, she decided upon a plan. That night in 
her boudoir she called her maid, and, ignoring 
the protests of the maid, she clipped short her 
great mass of black hair, her crowning beauty, 
and, attiring herself in a suit of clothes be- 
longing to her younger brother, she went to 
Merderi, outside of Belgrade, and enlisted as a 
private. ; 

Professors, doctors, lawyers, clergymen, all 
sorts and conditions of men, students, ‘boys in 
the grammar schools, were flocking to the col- 
ors, and in the ru-h to fill the regiment Sophia 
Yovanovitsch, under the rame of Alexandro, 
was receive’ without suspicion. She had prac- 
ticed at drill with her younger brother, who 
was an officer, and she had been hunting it 
the mountains with her father. 

Among the raw recruits she shone, and none 
suspected that the slender, lithe, bright eyed 
soldier was one of the beauties of Belgrade -na 
disguise.

The brigade to which belonged the regiment 
in which Sophia was serving was hurried to 
the Bulgarian border and went with the first 
detachment of Serb infantry that joined the 
Bulgarians under Gen. Savoff. The battalion, 
forming the right wing with two battalions vf 
Bulgarians, sdpported three batteries of Serb 
artillery. ) 

There were a dozen skirmishes, the advancés 
of the allies against the Turks being rapid, 
and the figliting for nine’ days was almost con- 
stant, with scarcely a cessation, as the Bul- 
garians pressed forward, eager to engage in a 
decisive struggle to throw the Turk back upon 
his capital. 

What happened to Sophia Yovanovitsch dur- 
ing those days of bard marches, rough camps, 
and steady fighting no one knows. But at 
some time she met in the ranks a prinee whose 
name, according to the dispatches, is Stephano 
and whose identity is not revealed save that he 
is closely related to the reigning house of Ser- 
via. Whether the prince discoyered that Sophia 
Yovanovitsch “was a woman or not is not re- 


vealed. Probably not, but it is said that he 


was attracted to the lithe, bright faced private 
and that he secured a promotion and a tent 


for her.

cret. He adds that “ Stephano” was nearby 
and told the story of the death of Dmitri, the 
coward, in the goat pasture, and ordered the 
wounded girl cared for. 

When -she recovered from the slight wound 
Sophia Yovanovitsch refused to return home. 

Stephano 
refused, but, bowing finally to her will, ordered 
her to work in the field hospitals. She is 
there at the front now, toiling with the wound- 
ed, and, the c-rrespondent adds, “ Stephano” 
visits his injured soldiers much more fre- 
quently than before.

Are any of the irregular winter birds about—the 
crossbills, pine grosbeake, red polls, or pine siskins? 


I¢ so, let us wish them warmer quarters 
than we can see and hurry back briskly for 
a roast of pork and baked apples, for 
browned potatoes and a bit of pudding. 
Sun sets at 4:20, and thé early dark is nip- 
ping. “ High, cold winds,” says the alma- 
nack, and they have come.

THE UNITED POLICE REAPPEAR. 

It seems that the United Police propose 
now to defeat the police reorganization 
plans drawn by the city civil service com- 
mission and approved by the council com- 
mittee on police. : 

This is the best indorsement the reor- 
ganization plan has had. But friends of the 
heasure assert that unless public protest is 
developed it will be defeated on Monday 
night through the pressure of the United 
Police. 

There is no excuse for the existence of this 
organization, which is as incompatible with 
good discipline and with the public welfare 
as a union of privates in the army or of 
sailors in the navy would be. Besides, the 
organization has proved its unfitness ‘and 
should be compelled to disband. 

In its final report on the police depart- 


‘ment, the city civil service commipé?n said 


of the United Police: 

“ The organization composed of members 
of the police department and known as the 
United Police of Chicago is inimical to the 
best interests of discipline as the same 
is now conducted. Its original purpose— 
namely: to protect members of the depart- 
ment from suits for damages arising out of 
the performance of police. duty——was in 
itself harmless, but there should be no neces- 
sity-for such an organization. The city of 
Chicago should take care of such suits and 


| hold members of the department harmless, 
unless it clearly appears that the policeman 


sued has been guilty of the improper use of 
his power or the abuse of his authority. 

. “ The purposes ‘of the organization, how- 
ever, have been greatly enlarged, and now 
it defends its members at trials for breaches 
of departmental rules and regulations, col- 
lects and disburses funds to influence legis- . 
lation, and has been charged with. a con- 
spiracy to secure salary advances by means 
o: bribery. 

‘“ The scandal arising over the appropria- 
tion bill for 1911 in connection with the in- 
crease of salaries asked for members of the 
department is sufficient in itself to call for 
the dissolution of the organization or the 
placing of the same under material restric-, 
tions. Discipline cannot be enforced if the 
organization defends men: for disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness, sleeping on posts, 
maltreatment of prisoners, and abuee. of 
citizens, and the numerous other cases 
brought before the trial board.” 

In the council the friends of the United 
Police are “‘ gray wolves” like McInerney 
and Cullerton. That fact should waken the 
public to the tharacter of the organization 


and the necessity of defeating its ends.

THE LEGIONS OF THE UNSKILLED 
‘The United States census assigns a name 
to every form of occupation. An Austrian 
peasant, who two days after he had landed 
in the new world. is put to work in a textile 
mill opening bales of cotton, is classified by 
the census as a “ bale opener.” But bale 
opening is no trade. The bale opener is an 
unskilled worker. The Austrian peasant 
learns all there is to know about bale open- 
ing in fifteen minutes or less. If he dis- 
pleases the foreman he is promptly dis- 
charged. A Sicilian or Syrian is put in his 
place. After fifteen minutes of practice the 
Sicilian or Syrian is a skillful bale opener. 
But he remains an unskilled worker. 
Machinery has made wonderfu! progress 
in the United States in the last decade. It 
is making progress every day, every minute 
of the day. The automatic machine is the 
eighth wonder of the world. It is doing the 
work of a thousand brains. It sometimes is 
doing skilied work without skilled workmen. 
An ignorant hand pulls a lever and a hundred 
skilled men may be thrown out of their jobs. 

As an unskilled worker one man is as good 
to the employer as another. There is no 
security. When the unskilled young man, 
the * factory hand,” takes. a little flat, fur- 
nishes it on the installment plan, and leads 
his bride into it, he is not sure but what 
three months later’ and perhaps the very 
next week he may be thrown out of work 
ani his little home broken up. There is 
little to make_bim valuable to his em- 
ployer. The machine is valuable. It is 
skilled; the man is not. If the machine stops 
for a minute the entire factory or plant 's 
affected. If the man stops it takes little or 
no time to replace him. 

Thus far the American Federation of 
Labor has made no effort to organize these 
masses of unskilled toilers. But even were 
the American Federation of Labor to go 
after these unskilled workers today, it is 
doubtful whether the technical proceedings 
and highly developed tactics of the federa- 
tion would be understood and would appeal 
to these masses. Most of them speak in 
foreign tongues. Because of the low wages 
they are receiving they have never come up 
to the standard of living of the American 
workingman who is a member of the federa- 
tion. The federation would have to do con- 
siderable educational] work before tts union- 
ism would get a hearing eseiaiens these work- 
ers. 
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their wild talk of expropriation, of taking 
away the factories from the bosses, is primi- 
tive and appeals to the simple mind. The 
doctrines of sabotage, of the spoiling of goods 
and machinery, méan vengeance, wh ich like- 
wise makes its appeal. 

Syndicalism, represented in the United 
States by the Industrial Workers of the 
World, is a vicious and destructive off- 
spring of economic and social conditions 
which have been created by modern *..dus- 
trial reorganization: At the base »f our 
broad social pyramid there is the ferment 
of men and‘vomen who suffer. Their prob- 
lems should be candidly faced, and as far as 
collective action by appropriate legislation 
and by education can help them, they should 
be assisted to work them out. Against the 
folly, hate, and misled ignorance of syndical- 
ism, the demand for sotial betterment which 
expresses itself in the progressive move- 
ment arrays itself. This is the true con- 
servative movement, seeking to preserve our 
institutions not by making them fail to 
evolve with man’s inevitable progress but 
by making them Serve in their own essent's! 
spirit the new needs of the time. 


| UNCARED FOR. 

With a| view to enlisting the sympathy of 
members pf the general assembly in behalf 
of the epileptics of the state and of awaken- 
ing the interest of the public, a pamphlet 
has been issued. by a committee of fifty, of 
which Mr, Sherman C. Kingsley is secre- 
tary, and is ready for distribution.

NOBLE RED CROSS SEAL. : 
HE Chicago Tuberculosis institute has 
caused posters tobe placed in the 
- elevated railway stations, depact- 
ment stores, drug stores, and other 
public pldces, on which is the follow- 

ing inscription: 

“Red Cross ee seals for sale 
here—1 cent each. Christmas seals must 
be placed only on the back of mail matter.”’ 

Hesides these posters, it has distributed 
window cards and ‘wreath cards for use in 
windows and as general advertising cards 
wherever they can be used to advantage. 

In a variety of other ways, such as dis- 
tributing dodgers, especially printed en- 
velopes, the issuance and distribution of 
bulletins, it has endeavored to encourage 
the sale and purchase of these seals. 

It has also made an even more direct 
appeal by sending a form letter to those 
whom it thinks might be especially inter- 
ested in the sale of thece seals. That letter 
reads as follows: 

“The tuberculosis work in Chicago and 
outside of the city in the state has not asked 
for any financial support for several years, 
except that which comes from the sale of 
Christmas seals. These seals are on sale 
all over the state, and the proceeds are 
divided between the local association and 
the state association in the ratio of about 
7 to 1. 

‘“* Statistics show that the amount of.con- 
sumption is gradually lessening. A part of 
this is the result of the efforts of tuberculosis 


societies to educate and interest the people , 


in consumption and to secure better care for 
the consumptive. 

“We find that some of. the people are 
interpreting. this improvement as meaning 
that the needed results have been accom- 
plished, and that therefore they can with- 
draw their support from the effort. 

- “ We believe that what has been accom- 
plished is proof that the work is worth 
while, and we are certain that the improve- 
ment has not reached a stage where anybody 
can afford to let go. 

* Will you not help us by acceptinga con- 
4 gignment of seals from which you can draw 
for use on the correspondence of the bank 
between now and the first of the year?”

Besides this strong appeal to the people in ~ 
general, the Chicago Tuberculosis institute 
is, also engaged in an active campaign in 
favor of a universal plan for examining em- 
ployés in factories to determine whether 
they are infected with the tubercle bacilli or 
are threatened with an attack of tubercu- 
losis. For educating the people along this 
line, it has issued a number of small cards, 
setting forth that consumption is a cura- 
ble disease, if discovered early, and urging 
that employés be examined without delay. 


These cards are printed in different lan- © 


guages, and, in some cases, are distributed 
by being placed in pay env elopes. 
oa 

Another dard which ‘it is Ribéributing to 
the foremen or others in charge of employés 
reads as follows:

Prior to 1909, with but little effort and 
scarcely any advertising, the sale of the 
death foe, one year, brought in a revenue of 
$135,000 for tuberculosis work in various 
parts of the country. In 1909, with more 
careful advertising and a better organized 
effort, the sale brought in $230,000, and, in 
1910, $310,000, 

Last year, the sale of the little “ friend 
in need” totaled the enormous number of 
33,000,000, which means that they furnished 
$330,000 with which to fight off the onward 
march of the great white plague. 

While this is the season of the holly and 
the mistletoe, the season of the light heart

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How: to Profit by the Raising of houtery: 


By Robert Joos. 


E shipping of day old chicks by ex- 
press gives the city man an oppor- 
tunity to start in poultry keeping with- 
Out necessitating the purchasing of an 
incubater or the procuring of sitting 
hens. It also makes it possible for those keep- 
ing hens without @ crowing rooster, to pur- 
chase the chicks already hatched with which 
they replenish their stock, so that the old 
hens can be replaced with pullets, thus hev- 
jing in their pene the most prolific stook et al) 


Baby chicks taken directly from an tncu- 
bator can be safely shipped many hundred 
miles, and the losses, if the stock is vigorous, 
ere very small. Of course these shouM be 


‘purchased from a responsible breeder, so 


that they will be properly packed for ship- 
ment. 3 

When the chicks arrive at their destination 
they should be put into @ brooder, which 
should have been prepared for their recep- 
tion beforehand. The chicks should then be 
given their first food, hard boiled eggs. crum- 
bled up preferable, and aleo sonie fresh water. 
Have the latter placed in vessels so con- 
structed that the chicks cannot get Into the 
mame. Some fine grit and charcoal should 
also be provided. Cover the bottom of the 
brooder with short cut alfalfa, clover, or 
straw, some also use clean sand. 

Care should be taken not to overcrowd the 
brooder, as more chicks will be lost from 
this cause than an her. Also see that 
the brooder is euppiled with proper ventila- 
tion and keep it in clean, sanitary condition 
at all times. Locate the brooder where the 
sun will reach it; chicks must have sunshine 
to do well. 

Feed the chicks some good commercial 
chick feed, never any wet food.

Even 
those who have been raising poultry for some 
time can learn something at one of these 
exhibitions, in fact such shows are educa- 
tional institutional along the line of poultry 
culture.

property is concerned. This istrict 

was without any representation in the 

market transactions of the last week 
and for some time past there has been a 
growing infrequénacy of important deals in 
this field. 

Sdeste sak thie sevbiubianene he dns 4 a 
growing scarcity in the way of really desir- 
able offerings, for there can be no deubt 
there is an abundance of capital seeking in- 
vestment in this clase of property. Little by 
little, however, the process of absorption for 
the purpose of permanent investment is tak- 
ing thie property from the market, so that 
with a naturally restricted field attractive 
investment Opportunities are becoming more 
and more scarce, 

However, during tte last two or three 
months there has béen a sharp falling off in 
the volume of business as compared with the 
previous part of the year, for which some 
explanation must be found other tfan that 
noted above. 

Advance in Values. 

Two features of the market probably are 
accountable to some extent at least for this | 
growing dullness, one of which is the effect 
produced on owners’ minds as the result ofa 
number of long term ground leases, based 
on excessive leasing values, as well as some 
sales representing specific business re 
quirements and which are thought by many 
brokers to have been made on somewhat ex- 
ceasive figures. 

The natural effect has been. to cause owners 
to advance their ideas as to values, and to 
such an extent has this been carried in cer 
tain parts of the downtown district that 
would-be ir vestors fall to see how they can 
hope to secure anything approaching & satis- 
factory return on such figures. 

Another slowing factor in the market is the 
widespread belief that the outlook ae regards 
the office building situation is not. particu- 
larly attractive, for two or three years at 
least, to come, owing to the ext ve build« 
ing in thie field for the last year orf more, and 
to be carried on for another year at least, as 
the result of many permits en out a year 
ago s0 es to secure the benefit of the old build- 
ing ordinance permitting a height of 260 -.<.. 
The belief is that future space requirements 
have been anticipated and that & is not an 
opportune time for more buildings of this 
character. 


Interest in Outside Property. 

The situation, however, is not without ite 
compensating benefits, as it undoubtedly is 
stimulating the growing interest in outside 
property and the drift from the downtown, 
or loop, district. 

. This fact was ermphasized by the last week's 

market, which found its most important fea- 
tures in transactions involving outside prop- 
erty, one of which involved the establishment 
of a new high value record. 

This was in connection with the sale by the 
Glahe estate to Ernest L. Liebke of the prop» 
erty at the southwest corner of Halsted and 
Seventy-ninth streets for $165,000. The land 
fronts 125 feet on each street and is improved 
with a three story building containing four 
stores and eight apartments, said to be 
valued at about $40,000, Allowing this, the 
ground figures at a.value of $116,000, which 
is at the rate of $929 a front foot. Bransfield 
& McFarland were the brokers. 

The ground was purchased from Marthe 8. 
Hill in 1900 for $57,000, and it js of interest 
also to note that the entire 160 acres at this 
point was purchased by the father of the late 
Charlies W. Fullerton from the government
